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ADAY’S WORK IN CONGRESS 


THE POST OFFICH AND OHOCTAW 
RAILWAY BILLS. 

MOST OF THE SENATE AMENDMENTS TO 
THE POSTAL BILL REJECTED BY THE 
HOUSE—AN EMPHATIC DISAPPROVAL OF 
THE FRANKING PRIVILEGE—THE CHOC- 
TAWS’ RIGHTS DISCUSSED IN THE SENATE. 

Wasuinoron, April 11.—The House took 
up the Senate amendments to the Post Office 

Appropriation dill to-day, and with one or two 

exceptions supported the recommendations of 

the Appropriation Committee concerning 
them. The House, therefore, refuses to allow 
the amendments requiring star route lettings 
to be advertised in Washington newspapers, 
raising the special fund for railroad service to 
$650,000, and increasing the sums appropriated 
for route agents, mail route messengers, and 
maii messengers. It allows the amendments 
supplying fourth class Postmasters with scales 
and machines for canceling stamps, adding 
$150,000 to the sum appropriated for Post 
Office clerks, adding $500,000 to the sum ap- 
propriated for railway mail service, and af- 
fording additional protection for contractors’ 
hired men. It refuses to agree to the amend- 
ment which limits the power to transfer con- 
tracts to sub-contractors to contracts hereafter 
made, and emphatically repudiates the amend- 
ment by which the Senate undertook to re- 

vive the franking privilege. F 

The debate upon this amendment was inter- 
esting. Mr, Cannon urged the House to take 
such action that the sentiments of the House 
on this subject might be well understood by 
the conference committees, Mr. Hill, of New- 

Jersey, said the people expected that Congress 

would lighten their postal burdens, instead of 

legislating for the benefit of members them- 
selves. He declared that the allowance of 
$125 per annum for each member for station- 
ery was amply sufficient to supply both sta- 
tionery and postage to most of the members. 

The people desired cheaper postage. He read 

from the recent report of the Sixth Auditor, 

showing that the department, because of 











economical management and a great in- 
crease of business, had become self-sus- 
taining. Mr. Robinson, of Brooklyn, 


condemned the existing law, which allows 
members to send heavy publications threugh 
the mails, free of postage, to persons who can 
afford to pay for them, and argued that the 
poor pensioner, who inclosed to him a stamp 
for a reply to his letter, was more deserving 
of the franking privilege than the rich farmer 
or Professor who received the documents. He 
favored the abolition of the privilege so far as 
it applied to these publications. Mr. Robeson 
opposed the Senateamendment. Mr. Springer 
tried to modify it} so that Senators and mem- 
bers would be compelled to use penalty 
envelopes, but the House refused to sustain 
him. Mr. Cobb, of Indiana, declared that he 
would not vote to increase his pay in this way. 
With the annual allowance of $125 he could 
very nearly pay for all his stationery and 
stamps, and $25 would procure all the station- 
ery a member could use. Mr. Updegraff, of 
Ohio, supported this assertion. Mr. Brown, 
of Indiana, said that a member could send any- 
thing through the mails without postage if he 





could only get it into the Record. The 
House was sending off car-loads of such 
matter every day. The inventor of the 


Record deserved to be shot, for the Record 
had killed more Congressmen than the Poto- 
mac Flats. The allowance of $125 would pay 
every penny of a member's postage, and if 
anything were to be done it would be better 
to abolish 95 per cent. of the public printing. 

When the first vote was taken upon the Sen- 
ate amendment there were two or three who 
were unwilling to reject it, but the vote taken 
after the bill got into the House was unani- 
mous, so that the House members of the con- 
ference committee will have no difficulty in 
understanding the sentiment of the body 

which they will represent in the conference, 

The Indians of Indian Terfitory found to- 
fiiay an eloquent defender of their treaty rights 
in Senator Ingalls. The bill granting the right 
of way tothe St. Louisand San Francisco 
Railroad Company across the’ lands of the 
Choctaws and Chickasaws in Indian Terri- 
tory was once more under consideration, 
with an amendment offered by Mr. Ingalls 
pending. Mr. Hawley, in returning to 
the attack on the bill, said he only desired that 
the Indians should be allowed to say yes or 
no tothe proposition to cut their lands. The 

‘ first bill brought in had recognized some 
rights of the several Indian nations, for it pre- 
tended to ratify an act of the Choctaw Coun- 
cil. This bill pretended todo no such thing, 
but proposed to grant a right of way regard- 
less of the rights of the interested tribes. His 
pniy concern in this matter was that the Gov- 
ernmentshould do right. It was his opinion that 
**Uncle Sam ought to be a gentleman” in his 
transactions. Mr. Plumb took different ground 
from that occupied by his colleague. e had 
owned a quarter section of land 25 years ago, 
and when the Government desired to grant the 
right of way toarailroad through his prop- 
erty, his protests werein vain. He did not 
want the Indian granted privileges which 
white men could not enjoy, and he did not be- 
lieve the Indians ought to cS permitted to stand 
in the way of needed improvements. 

At this point Mr. Ingalls declared that the 
error of the gentlemen who opposed his 
amendment was in supposing that the five civ- 
ilized tribes in Indian Territory occupied 
the same relations to the Government as the 
roving tribes of the plains. Having enumerated 
some facts to show how much more worthy 
of praise the civilized tribes were than 
their brethren, he read from the treaty 
of 1830 a ciause stipulating that the tribes 
removed from Georgia to Indian Territory 
should hold their lands in fee simple so long 
as they maintained their tribal existence. 
Coming back to a — touched on a few days 
ago, he declared that the bill was equivocal. 
One day its promoters had asked to have the 
consent of the Choctaws ratified: the next day 
the bill had vanished into an abyss. One 
tay the Seligmans wanted the right, and 
the next day it was discovered that Jay 
Gould, the owner of the Missouri, Kansas and 
Texas, had secured centrol; and it was 
now proposed to overcomecompetition by giv- 
ing the right to a company that would never 
build a railroad. Mr. Plumb maintained that 
the treaty of 1865 piainly contemplated the 
granting of right ot way to railroads across 
the Indian Territory,and the provisions of this 
later treaty were still under discussion when 
the Senate sent the bill over for another day 
as the unfinished business and went into execu- 
tive session. 

Under the Anthony rule the Senate occu- 
pied for the second time the greater part of 
the hour devoted to the consideration of busi- 
ness under that regulation in discussing and 
finally passing a bill for the relief of Capt. T. 
G. Corbin, of the Navy. About nine years 
ago he was cited to appear before a board for 
examination on an applieation to be pro- 
moted. Capt. Corbin refused to submit to the 
examination and was retired. He nowasks to 
be restored as Commodore, with back pay for 
the nine vears as an officer of that rank. 
The Democrats supported the bill, with the 
help of Mr. Cameron, of Pennsylvania, and Mr. 
McDill, of Iowa, while the Republicans op- 

osed it, Mr. Anthony characterizing it as a 

ill that should be entitled ‘‘ an act to reward 
disobedience of orders and to encourage insu- 
bordination,” An amendment prevailed re- 
guiring Capt. Corbin to submit to an exami- 
nation for promotion, but if he is promoted he 
will receive the full pay he would have earned 
if he had been promoted nine years ago. 
| The House is always ready to aasert and de- 
fend its rizht to originate appropriation bills 
and to reprove the Senate when that body 
rashly encroaches upon this prerogative. 
Some of the Indians in the Indian Territory 
are restless because their beef rations have 
been reduced, and the Government wants 
money immediately in order to restore the ra- 
tion to its original size and prevent an out- 
break. The Senate passed a bill appropriating 
650,000 for this purpose, and sent it to the 





































































































































House. The House or coll rejected it 
upon the ground that the Senate had no right 
to originate such a bill, A new bill, almost 


identical with the Senate bill, was then intro- 
duced and passed, and to-morrow the Senate 
will be asked to concur.

A HAWAIIAN SUGAR MONOPOLY. 

HOW A SAN FRANCISCO MAN HAS BECOME 
WEALTHY THROUGH THE RECIPROCITY 
TREATY. 

Wasuinoton, April 11.—The discussion 
of questions relating to the tariff has di- 
rected attention to the treaty with the 
Hawaiian Islands, under which sugar from 
those islands is imported into this country free 
of duty. The amount of sugar brought from 
the islands since the treaty went into effect has 
risen from 30,000,000 pounds in 1877 to nearly 
77,000,000 pounds in the fiscal year which 
ended June 30, 1881. Before the treaty was 
made, a protest against it was sent to Con- 
gress by Claus Spreckels and three other 
sugar refiners of San Francisco, who declared 
that under the action of reciprocity they 
would be ruined and the Pacific coast market 
would be entirely supplied from the islands, 
which were capable of producing 150,000,000 
pounds annually, or 80,000,000 pounds more 
than the amount annually consumed by all the 
States and Territories west of the Rocky Moun- 
tains. As soon as theftreaty was ratified Mr. 
Spreckels went to the Hawaiian Islands, leased 
26,000 acres of land, bought machinery, and 
He soon 


by natives, and. became a great sugar king. 


The imports into San Francisco, nearly 77,000,- 
000 pounds, are from his fields and his refin- 
eries, 

A gentleman thoroughly acquainted with 
the sugar industry said to THE 'l'IMEs’s corre- 
spondent to-day that the Eastern refiners 
would soon be subjected to the influence of 
Spreckels. ‘‘ Before the treaty was ratified,” 
said he, ‘‘the average duty paid upon Ha- 
waiian sugar imported into this country was 
2l¢ cents per pound, so that Spreckels would 
have an advantage of 214 cents per pound 
over Eastern refiners if the Eastern refiners 
could meet him in San Francisco. But the 
cost of transportation from Louisiana or New- 
York adds to his advantage 2 cents per 
pound more, making the total advantage 414 
cents. Under this shelter he has supplied the 
Pacific slope and enjoyed a monopoly, because 
no ohe would, to any extent, send sugars 
which had paid duty from New-York to Cali- 
fornia to compete with his. This advantage 
has enabled him to sell his sugars recently for 
144 cents per pound more on the Pacific coast 
than the same grade could be bought for in the 
East. Protected from competition by transpor- 
tation charges and the treaty, he has compelled 
the people to pay for sugar more than they 
would be obliged to pay for Eastern sugars, if 
the Central Pacific Road would put its freight 
charges down to a reasonable figure. So it 
appears that the treaty has been of no benefit 
to Pacific coast consumers. For example, I 
am told that in 1881 California merchants were 
forced to pay 1244 cents for Spreckels’s 
crushed sugars, while the same sugars were 
sold for 934 cents in Denver and Kansas City, 
which were reached by Eastern sugars, so 
that competition was established. In Novem 
ber, 1881, Sprecke!s’s crushed sugars were 1214 
cents in San Francisco, and similar crushed 
sugars which had paid a duty were almost 2 
cents less in New-York. By inducing the Cen- 
tral Pacific Road to establish prohibitory 
freight charges he has kept Eastern sugars 
out of the Pacific market and so advanced 
the price of his own that he and 
his associates are becoming enormously 
wealthy. Several months ago the rail- 
road company cut down its sugar rates 
one-half, but in March, probably tbrough 
Spreckels’s influence, they were raised again to 
the old figures. Heretofore the Spreckels 
combination and the free Hawaiian sugars 
have had no effect upon Eastern refiners, ex- 
cept in the Pacific coast market, but a vessel 
left the Hawaiian Islands about a month ago 


laden with sugar for New-York City, 
and it is understood that Spreckels 
has made an arrangement there with 


one or two refiners. The introduction of Ha- 
waiian free sugar, even in small quantities, in 
New-York, in direct competition with sugars 
which pay duty, must have some effect upon 
the refiners of that City and upon the market, 
and some go so tar as to say that if Spreckels 
should continue to send his sugar there and 
piace it in the hands of one or two refiners, 
the effect upon the others would be of a seri- 


ous nature.’”’

Wasuincton, April 11.—The White 
House presented a brilliant scene this evening 
during the first formal reception to the officers 
of the Army, Navy, and Marine Corps and 
the ladies of their families. Thereception was 
also attended by the greater part of the Diplo- 
matic Corps, the Justices of the Supreme 
Court, the Court of Claims, and the District 
courts. President Arthur was assisted in re- 
ceiving by Mrs. Frelinghuysen, Mrs. Folger, 
Mrs. Hunt, and Mrs. Brewster, who stood with 
him in the Blue Room. Presentations were 
made by Col. A. F. Rockwell, Commissioner 
of Public Buildings. Theoflicers in attendance 
wore the full dress uniforms of their rank, the 
foreign Ministers Court uniforms, and the 
ladies full evening toilets, The display of gold 
lace was dazzling, all the officers on duty here 
and those of the retired list being present. The 
number in attendance was estimated at be- 
tween 500 and 600. The conservatories were 
illuminated and thrown open, and the suite of 
state apartments were comfortably filled with 
promenaders.

NOTES FROM WASHINGTON. 
WASHINGTON, April 11, 1882. 

The national bank notes received for re- 
demption to-day amounted to $335,000. 

The receipts from internal revenue to-day 
were $239,364 34, and from Customs $917,» 
385 41, 

Mr. De Strouve, the new Russian Minister, 
was formally presented to the President to-day 
by the Secretary of State. 

James A. George has asked the House Judi- 
ciary Committee for an opportunity to prove 
that the object for which lands were granted 
to the Texas-Pacific has been defeated, and 
that the grant was secured in 1870 and 1871 by 
bribery and corruption. 

A majority of the Senate Finance Commit- 
tee to-day authorized favorable reports to be 


made at the first executive session on the con- 
tested nomination of Henry T. Pierce as Col- 
lector of Internal Revenue for the Twenty- 
eighth District of New-York, vice Burt Van 
Horn. 

It is Senator Teller’s intention to assume the 
duties of Secretary of the Interior on Monday 
next, instead of Wednesday, as he originally 
intended. He has had several conversations 
with the retiring Secretary regarding the busi- 
ness of the department. Thero are rumors 
that important changes will be made among 
the higher officers of the department, but they 
cannot be traced to any trustworthy source. 


The Board of Managers of the Homes for Dis- 
abled Volunteer Soldiers met at Willard’s

The House Committee on Banking and Cur- 
rency to-day heard the report of Mr. Dingley, 


of thesub-committee, on the billintroduced by 
Mr. Marsh, of Illinois, authorizing taxation by 
the States of greenbacks, so long as they 
are redeemable in coin. ‘ihe report says 
that “the question raised is simply 
one of the power of Congress to pass such 
a bill; that the orginal acts author- 
izing the issue of greenbacks exempted them 
from taxation ; thatthe Supreme Courtin 1868 
decided that under this exemption clause 
greenbacks cannot be taxed under State au- 
thoritv; that the committee therefore regard 
it as clear that Congress has no power to pass 
any law impairing a contract of exemption 
which was made when the greenbacks were 
issued, and therefore that as the law author- 
izes the reissue of greenbacks as fast as paid 
into the Treasury, in the legal effect they are 
outstanding whether in circulation or in the 
Treasury Departinent and exempt from taxa- 
tion.

MAHONE AND HiS OPPONENTS.

TWO STATE SENATORS IN MAHONE’S WAY— 
EX-AUDITOR MASSEY’S FIGHT. 
Ricamonp, Va., April 11.—The bill re- 
districting the State for members of Congress 
which was passed by the House of Delegates a 
few days ago will come up in the Senate to- 
morrow. Two Républican members of that 
body stand between Mahone and the passage 
of this measure. Every effort has been made 
to secure their support for this pet scheme of 
Mahone’s. Leading Republicans from all parts 
of the State have visited the city and conferred 
with these recalcitrant Senators, with what 
success is not yet known. The announcement 
that the Mahone men proposed to nominate only 
such candidates for Congress as are in accord 
with the Federal Administration was thought 
to be a bait which was bound to secure them. 
Up to this time, however, they have remained 
steadfast, and to-day voted against partisan 
measures dear to the heart of the Readjuster 
boss. It is expected that the strong arms of 
the Administration’s friends will be reached 
out to bring the fearless and independent Sen- 
ators into the Mahone fold, Senator Mahone 
is in the city, and during the day has been 
conferring with some of the obstinate mem- 
bers of his party in the Senate. The Senator is 
a leader of wonderful resources, and, as 
he has declared that his bill redistricting the 
State for Congress will be passed before the 
Legislature adjourns, his ipse dixit is expected 
The two Senators who 
stand in the way of the fulfillment of his 
wishes are quiet, unobtrusive men. One of 
them, Mr. Williams, 1s a Pennsylvanian and 
has only lived in this State five or six years. 
The other, Mr. Wingfield, is a straight debt- 
paying Republican and the only representa- 
tive of that class in the Virginia Legislature. 
Ex-Auditor Massey is here, and a quiet but 
desperate struggle is going on between bim 
and Mahone for the ascendency in this fight. 
With the backing of ‘the President and con- 
trolling, as he does, all of the Federal patron- 
age in the State, it is pretty generally predict- 
ed that Mahone will come out victorious. The 
fight is watched with deep interest all over 
the State. Massey has some following, and 
but for the fact that he is a soured oftice-holder 
his personal influence in the State would be 
such as to give Mahone a vast deal of 


trouble. As it is, the ex-Auditor has be 
hind him a very fair number of 
the plain country people and, with his 


wonderful oratorical power and his sleepless 
energy, he will give his enemies a vast deal of 
woos during the approaching Congressional 
campaign. Both he and Newberry, one of the 
boldest of the recalcitrant Senators, will go on 
the stump as soon as the Legislature adjourns 
and tell the people, white and black, just ex- 
actly what is in store for them under the rule 
of the dominant party. There are few speak- 
ers in the ranks of the Mahone men who can 
meet these rural orators.

AFFAIRS IN FOREIGN LANDS 


THE DISORDERS CAUSED BY THE 
IRISH AGITATORS. 

RUMORS THAT THE LORD LIEUTENANT WILL 
SOON RESIGN—-PARNELL’S VIEW OF 
THE SITUATION—PROF. GOLDWIN SMITH 
URGES A MORE VIGOROUS POLICY. 

Lonvon, April 11.—The Daily News says 
that a rumor finds favor in Dublin that Earl 
Cowper, Lord Lieutenant of Ireland, is about 
to resign, and says it may be taken as proof 
that, inthe opinion of well-informed persons 
in Ireland, some further step, if not some 
change of policy, must be made if order is to 
be re-established. 

Mr. Parnell took the early train for Dover 
this afternoon in order to avoid the demonstra- 
tion that would have been made had he taken 
his departure on the Continental train from 
Charing Cross in the evening. Conversing in 
private with a friend, he said he had little to 
complain of in regard to hisprison treatment. 
He hoped the other ‘‘suspects’’ were as well 
cared for, and said he had reason to doubt 





that they were. His imprisoned follow- 
ers regarded the recent outrages with 
the greatest indignation. Mr. Parnell 


expressed belief that the state of things 
in Ireland would improve if the Government 
introduced a bill to relieve poor tenants of ar- 
rears of rent and amended the clauses of tne 
Land act regarding purchase so as practically 
to assist tenants to become owners of their 
farms, a result which he thought would go a 
long way to restore peace and order. He said 
he would remain in Paris quietly until the 
latest moment consistent with his parole. . Mr. 
Parnell refused to see a correspondent of the 
Trish World, 

Prof, Goldwin Smith writes to the Times 
that if the British Legislature and people 
would handle the Irish question with vigor 
their determination would be applauded by 
nobody more taan the great mass of the 
American people as distinguished from the 
politicians. Prof. Smith recommends the 
abolition of jury trial in agrarian cases, the 
collection of fair rents by summary process, 
the suspension of representation of rebel dis- 
tricts, the suppression of the murderous press, 
and special legislation concerning foreign em- 
issaries, they und their Governments being 
given to understand their position and the lia- 
bilities they incur. 

DuBLin, April 11.—Mr,. Smythe, the West- 
meath landlord whose sister-in-law was re- 
eently shot and killed, bas written to his 
tenants revoking an intended reduction of 
rents, as he considers many of them guilty of 
direct or indirect pines in the murder. 
He announces that the rents will be collected 
by a non-resident agent, who can make no al- 
lowance and do nothing not strictly required 
by law. 

An American ‘‘ suspect” named White has 
been unconditionally released from Naas Jail. 

During illuminations at Roscommon last 
night in honor of the release of Mr. Parnell, 
the windows of houses not illuminated were 
smashed, The house of Major Waring was 
attacked, and the windows were broken.

RAEN Tess 
THE STATE NOT TO BE REDISTRICTED—THE 
BRIBERY INVESTIGATION. 

Cotumsus, Ohio, April 11.—Every indi- 
cation points to the fact that the Ohio Legisla- 
ture will pass no bill to redistrict the State for 
Congressional purposes. The result will be 
that the districts will be allowed to remain as 
they are, and a Congressman at Large will be 
provided for in order that the State may have 
its full quota. The politicians on either 
side are not averse to such a_ course, 
for by this means Ohio would regain 
some of her importance in State cam- 
paigns which she has of late been losing. 
A second effort was made to pass the Allen bill 
in the House to-day. This proposes to redis- 
trict the State, giving the Republicans 14 
members of Congress and the Democrats 7, 
with a possibility of getting 12 or more in a 


lucky year. It failed, lacking five votes of 
enough to pass it. Only three Democrats 
voted for it, although the measure is as favor- 
able to their soa as they couid possibly hope 
for, Their idea isto throw all the responsi- 
bility on the Republicans in case the 
State is formed into new districts, and in 
ease itis not they will be no worse off under 
the old apportionment, while at the same time 
they stand a better chance of electing a Con- 
gressman at Large than the Republicans care to 
acknowlege. The Senate passed a redistrict- 
ing bill of its own, which gives the Republi- 
cans 17 members, if, indeed, they do not get 18 
out of the 21 should it become a law. The 
Democrats attacked it right and left while it 
was pending, characterizing it as an open 
fraud and a steal, but the Republicans, accord- 
ing to resolution adopted in caucus, made no 
defense, and after their opponents had tired 
themselves out quietly passed it by a strictly 
partisan vote. The Republicans of the House 
have already squelched a bill of this kind 
which originated on their own side, and the 
outlook is that a Congressman at Large will be 
the only way out of the dilemma. 

The committee which has been investigat- 
ing into the bribery of members by a 
disreputable gang of lobbyists that has 
been trying to steal portions of the State 
canals made its report to-day. In this: the 
majority censure William Bloch, of Cleve- 
land, and William G, Wright, of Logan, in 
the severest possible language, and two of the 
best members on the committee favor expul- 
sion—that is to say, Locke, Republican, rec- 
ommends the expulsion of both the implicated 
members, and Conrad, of Canton, recom- 
mends the same course in case of Bloch alone. 
The committee states that it has placed such 
evidence as it collected in the hands of 
the Prosecuting Attorney of this county as will 
possibly lead to the indictment of the lobbyists 
who undertook the bribery, namely, A. C. 


Sands, Albert Netter, J. D. Watson, and 
others. These fellows have been unblushing 
and open in their attempts to work jobs 


through the Legislature, and it was owing 
more to quarrels among themselves than to 
the vi-tue of the legislators that their efforts 
did not succeed. 

The House, this forenoon, by a large ma- 
jority refused to recensider its resolution 
adopted yesterday, authorizing the Attorney- 
General and Auditor of State to take such 
steps as will compel the Standard Oil Company 
to return its property for taxation. The reso- 
lution was offered by Dr. Scott, of Warren, 
one of the most courageous and influential 
members, and was opposed with much bitter- 
ness by the members from Cleveland, as well 
as others from Northern Ohio, where the Stand- 
ard is strongly interested. The argument 
was used in favor of the resolution that the 
Standard escaped taxation in Pennsylvania by 
pleading that it was an Ohio corporation, and 
that it escaped by a like plea in this State on 
the ground that its property was almost alto- 
gether situated in Pennsylvania,

THE ANDOVER CREED. 
PELE WRERS 


DR. SMYTH’S ORTHODOXY ASSERTED BY 


THE FACULTY--AN EXPOSITION OF THE 
CREED. 


Boston, April 11.—The Faculty of Andover 
Theological Seminary are out in another card. 
This is on the question of the _ election 
of Dr. Newman Smyth to the Abbot Profes- 
sorship of Christian Theology, as successor 
to the venerable Dr. Park, resigned. The election 
has been criticised by the Congregationalist news- 
paper, because of the former's advanced theologi- 
eal views as displayed in his published writings, 
and has been the subject of much discussion. 
The eard says that the action of the Faculty and 
Trustees in the matter has been deliberate 
and harmonious. Following the customary 
method Dr. Smyth was invited to a confer- 
ence. The examination was conducted by 
the Rev. Dr. Seely, President of the Board of Visi- 
tors, and was participated in by his asso- 
ciates and by the members of the Board 


of Trustees. The result of the examination was 
an agreement of the visitors with the Trustees and 
the Faculty that “the theological views of the 
Professor-elect are in general harmony with those 
which have been identified with the history of the 
Andover Seminary from the beginning.”’ 

“The creed of the seminary,” the Faculty say 


in their card, “is not put forth as a 
complete statement, of Christian doctrine 
nor of any single doctrine. It asserts 


the great protest and principle that the Word of 


God contained in the Scriptures of the Old 
and New ‘Testaments is the only perfect 
rule of faith and_ practice; it requires 
of every Professor this pledge: ‘And further- 


more, do solemnly promise that I will open 


and explain the Scriptures to my pupils 
with integrity and _ faithfulness; that I 
will maintain and inculcate the Christian 


faith as expressed in the creed. by me now re- 
peated, together with all the other doctrines and 
duties of our holy religion, so far as may apper- 
tain to my office, according to the best light 
God shall give me. and in opposition not only to 
atheists and infidels but to Jews, Papists, 
Mohammedans, Arians, Pelagians, Antinomians, 
Arminians, Socinians, Sabellians, Unitarians, and 
Universalists, and to all ofher errors. ancient and 
modern, wkich may be opposed to the Gospel of 
Christ or hazardous tothe souls of men.’ It thus 
limits its own obligations by the supremacy of 
the Scriptures and bythe solemn promise exacted 
of each Professor to teach the truths of the creed 
according to the best light God shall give him. 
These truths are to be maintained in opposition 
to certain specified heresy. The creed in this 
statement simply follows the methods of theologi- 
eal creeds, from Nicene down. Any _ inter- 
pretation of the Andover creed which opens 
the doorto any specified heresy is illegitimate. 
On the other hand, its correlative articles are 
properly held so long as the truths are maintained 
which exclude these specified errors. It draws 
certain definite lines. It gives also a wide 
liberty, outreaching at various points its special 
phrases. True loyaity to the creed lies in 
preserving its substance in forms adapted to 
the progress of Christian theology and the 
practical necessities of the Christian pulpit. 
The suggestion that men like Eliphalet Pearson, or 
Dr. Spring, or Samuel Abbott, or any one of the 
Phillipses supposed that, in prescribing the semi- 


nary creed, they were dictating a rule 
more infallible than sacred Scripture, that 
they were requiring of Professors in 


this seminary a deference to their interpretations 
of truth which not one of them ever himself 
conceded for an instant to any man, and which 
is contrary to the second article of their 
creed as well as to the solemn promise they 
exact ot every Professor, is dishonorable to their 
common sense and utterly preposterous. A wise 
creed like the seminary creed leaves room for lib- 
erty. It is not to us an_ expression of a particular 
phase of orthodoxy in the past.” 

Concerning Dr. Smyth’s opinions respecting 
retribution, the Faculty say that he made it evi- 
dent to the examiners that, however he may have 
been interpreted, his real views are in substan- 
tial agreement with the characteristic doctrinal 

osition of the pet b The Faculty say: * What 

as most excited criticism on Dr. Smyth’s position 
isa natural development of principles which the 
New-England theology has especially cultivated 
and which for more than a generation have been 
taught with particular emphasis from the chair of 
Christain theology at Andover—the universality of 
the atonement and the necessity of personal choice. 
These principles have gained their rights only by 
hard conflicts. At every stage the cry of heresy 
has filled the air. They have banished the dog- 
mas of guilt for Adam’s sin, of infant damnation, 
of passive regeneration, of tke universal per- 
dition of the beathen. They have been at- 
tended all along by concessions—concession 
of the dogmas that all -men sinned in 
Adam, that Adam was their federal head, 
that the death of Christ was only for the elect; 
concession that elect infants who die in infancy 
inelude all such that we cannot fix the time 
when moral agency begins: that none who die 
before this point is reached are excluded from sal- 


vation, and so on through ever-advancing moditica- 
tions. The path of New-England theology. is thus 
strewn with concessions—concessions to an ad- 
vancing knowledge of God's word, concessions to 
truth. At the same time every concession has been 
attended with gain and with new construction. 
The card is signed by the entire Faculty.

CHICAGO MARKET INFLUENOES. 





A LARGE AMOUNT OF CORN POSTED-—PROM- 
ISES OF THE WHEAT CROP. 

CuicaGo, April 11.—The trade was much 
surprised to-day to see the announcement that 
807,450 bushels of No.2 and hign mixed corn in 
the National Elevator had been posted as heat- 
ing and affected with weevil. This is understood 
to inciude about all the corn in that house. The 
receipts dated from July 30 to Nov. 10, but the 
date is of little eonsequence, except in the com- 
putation of storage charges. The cornis said to 
be very little damaged. Indeed, the shipper 
of two cargoes, the outloading of which on 
Monday led tothe posting, is said to have decided 
to take the corn, being satisfied with its condition. 
A lot of 150,000 bushels of corn was sold last week 
in Logan County, Iil., at a price equal to 76 cents 
in Chicago. It wassold to go South, and more is 
wanted. If such prices can be realized in the 
country it does not argue a plethora here at 
present quotations on ’Change. To-day the 
corn market sold 44 cent above the previous high- 


est price of the year, and within 3 cents of the 
top notch of 1881, which befel on Oct. 3. Liverpool 
reported firmness, with little offering. Our receipts 
were small, only 100 car-loads being inspected into 
store. A large lot was shipped out the previous 
day, and there was again a good shipping for regular 
corn, threatening to still further reduce our stocks, 
which suffered a large reduetion during last week. 
The posting of the corn in the National Elevator 
seemed to make little difference to the market, but 
probably helped to strengthen it. Shippers said 
that the Eastern States are bare of corn, and that 
they want all they can getin the West for some 
time to come, the foreign demand being not essen- 
tial to an active outward movement. 

Wheat was unusually steady, with very little 
doing.on outside account. Shippers were more 
active in corn here and in wheat in Milwaukee. 
The stock of oats in this city is now reduced to 
searcely 200,000 bushels of all grades, and it is be- 
coming a question where the May shorts 
will fill sales. A Milwaukee telegram to-day 
noted the purchase of 50,000 bushels wheat 
in that city by an interior miller, and the 
sale of 2,000 sacks of,flour by the same person for 
export to Glasgow. A leading commission house 
here has replies to questions addressed to 433 coun- 
ties in the 6 Winter wheat States. They summarize 
as follows: ‘* Five hundred and sixty out of 879 re- 
port very favorable prespects tor Winter wheat.” 
Two-thirds of the very favorable reports were ‘* ex- 
cellent,” “splendid,” or “never better.’ Michi- 
gan most favorable; increased acreage. Missouri, 
Kansas, and the few reports received from Ken- 
tucky and Tennessee all indicate a large crop 
and early harvest, but no material change 
in the acreage. Indiana has prospects above 
an average and with as much increase in 
acreage as the decrease in Illinois, where seeding 
was interrupted by wet weather. Illinois, which 
had less than half a crop last year, reports the con- 
dition above an average. Reports from Ohio, 
which had the largest and nearly an average crop 
last year, are the least favorable owing to damage 
by fly last Fall. but promises an average crop. The 
Jast crop suffered largely from the severe Winter, 
freezing and thawing, which the present crop most- 
ly escaped. 

It seems to be generally held that there is no oc- 
casion for a scare in reference to the corn posted 
to-day as out of condition. When the house was 
examined threa weeks ago it was thought that, by 
working and blowing the grain, it could be saved. 
The elevator being so constructed that there is 
plenty of room in which to turn the stuff over, 
the proprietors did this and reduced the quan- 
tity of corn in the house nearly one-half by 
shipment. They say they do not think 
apy weevils were found in the stuff, but 
it is supposed to have gained a sort of dry warmth 
which was generated by the workings of the in- 
sects. It was old corn, put inthe elevator last 
Summer when the temperature was ranging about 
the nineties, and, the Winter having been mild, 
had never had an opportunity to get real cool. So 
far as its quality goes, the corn is said to be excel- 
lent, and it is believed its marketable value is not 
much affected by the presence of the weevil. 
Much of the talk and fuss over the insect 
is attributed to ignorance in regard to it,- 
this being the first year in which the weevil has 
been found in the Chicago elevators. Two cargos 
of the corn were loaded from the National to-day, 
which is cited as an indication that some shippers 
are not unwilling to take it. About 75,000 bushels 
of wheat are in this elevator, but no signs of weevil 
have been found init. The grain inspectors say 
the corn in the National is good, but not No. 2, not 
naving changed its condition since it was inspected 
into the house. balay consider it might be shipped 
in car lots for immediate consumption and cause 
no trouble, but think there is some risk in. tak- 
ing it in large buiks ‘like a cargo. The ware- 
housemen had blown out a good many weevils, but 
the inspeetors say they found evidences of the pres- 


ence of the insect.

CHARLESTON, S. C., April 11.—To still the 
ery raised against the practice of filling up petit 
juries from bystanders, Judge Bond, upon the mo- 
tion of the District Attorney, gave instructions to 
draw sufficient names from the box to com- 
plete the legal number of 87, The three 
managers and the clerk of the Acton polling 
precinet were then formally arraigned, un- 
der sections 5,515 and §5,522, Revised Statutes, 
and the first trial began.

The testimony of Hugh P. Kane, Republican 
Supervisor, and A. J. Forest, United States Mar- 
shall, at Acton precinct, showed that the mana- 
gers-of the election refused their request to ex- 
amine the box before the poll was open, At the 
close of the election they found a large number of 
tissue ballots in the box which had not been voted. 
There were two kinds of Democratic tickets in the 
box, both pink. Among these were many bundles 
containing more than two tickets and one pack- 
age, tied with a string, containing more than 25 
tickets. All these were Democratic tickets. 
The box produced was not the box used on the oc- 
ecasion named, though it was of the same pattern, 
with a sliding lid. On an examination of the lid 
while the ballots were being counted they found 
on the lower surface strings adjusted, which evi- 
dently held the tissne tickets found in the box until 
the withdrawal of the lid released them. A severe 
cross-examination, which lasted until the court ad- 
journed, did not shake these statements. The 
State officers have procured a warrant for the ar- 
rest of Kane, who came to this country whena 
boy, and not deeming it necessary had never be- 
come naturalized. .Wurrants are also in the hands 
of the Sheriff against other witnesses, and Judge 
Bond has taken steps to protect them against Bour- 
bon wrath.

AND THE COURT ORDERS PLEAS OF NOT 
GUILTY TO BE ENTERED. 

Wasurnenon, April 11.—The hearing of 
the star route cases was resumed in the Crim- 
inal Court this morning, the question under 
consideration being the special plea in abate 
ment made yesterday by the defense, in which 
it is claimed that the Grand Jury were un- 
duly influenced by the statements of Post 
Office Inspectors who were illegally allowed te 
present evidence and pamphlets to the jury. 
There was a full attendance in the court-room 
and a full array of counsel, whocame prepared 
with a large number of authorities to sustain 
their points. Of the defendants there were 
present Gen. Brady and Messrs. Turner, Rer- 
dell, and Abell. The jury was excused for a 
time by Judge Wylie while the legal points 
were under consideration. 

Col. Ingersoll said he wished to make an ex~ 
planation in regard to the telegraphed inter- 
view with Mr. Ker in Philadelphia, wherein 
the latter talked of extradition with reference 
to Mr. S. W. Dorsey’s arrest. He would say 
right here that no such proceedings were ne- 
cessary. He had given his word that his 


client would be present, and he certainly 
would be here nex t week. 

Mr. ‘Totten opened the argument for the 
defense by reviewing Livan’ the proceedings 
already had in these cases. He said the defense 
had allowed the prosecution to conduct the 
cases after their own fashion, waiving the 
right to make pleas in the proper place, in 
order to make some pone, with the distinct 
understanding that they could make these pleas 


pertinent, the prosecution came in and assert- 
ed that they had now no right to make such 
pleas. He quoted from Bishop, Chitty, and 
other authorities to sustain the pr2sentation of 
the plea in abatement now. 

Judge Wylie, interrupting, said he was sat 
isfied thatif any one of the Grand Jury was 
disqualified, from any reason, the plea was . 
well taken. 

Mr. Totten said he intended to prove that 
the jury had been usduly influenced. 

Judge Wylie—You cannot prove that. You 
have no right to go intothe room of the Grand 
Jury and investigate their proceedings. 

Mr. Totten—I differ with your Honor in 
that belief. 

Judge Wylie—Well, Iwill hear authorities 
on that point, 

After some further discussion the court de- 
cided that if the defense could impeach the 
competency of any member of the jury the 
point was well taken, but if they undertook to 
go into the jury-room and investigate proceed- 
ings which the law expressly declared to be 
secret, then the plea was not well taken. He 
would allow the,right of the-defense to make 
their pleas now, and he thought they should 
be read. 

Mr. Totten accordingly proceeded to read 
their = which includes an affidavit sworn 
to by W. H. Turner, one of the defendants, 
charging that undue influence had been exer- 
cised by the Post Office Inspectors, Wood- 
ward and Tidball, over the Grand Jury. Ths 
affidavit also charges that these In- 
spectors were not regularly subpcenaed 
to appear before the jury, and had made 
charges and innuendoes outside of their own 
knowledge which were greatly to the injury 
of the defendants. It is also charged that 
Woodward made overtures to Turner to assist 
him in ‘* making a case” against other defend- 
ants, and upon his refusal had threatened to 
cause, and he (Turner) believed had caused, 
him to be discharged from his position in 
the Post Office Department. At the con- 
clusion of the reading Mr. Totten made 
a further argument in support of the 
pleas, in the course of which he said 
that if the Grand Jury room was to be con- 
verted into a political ward meeting in which 
all kinds of ex parte evidence could be pre- 
sented, then the life and reputation of no man 
was safe. He cited authorities at great length 
to show that the court had the power to in- 
vestigate the proceedings of the Grand Jury, 
and to examine the jury individually if neces- 
sary. : 

‘At the close of Mr. Totten’s argument the 
court said it had carefully considered the point 
and he saw no reason to change his conclusion 
through counsel’s exhaustive argument. He 
therefore reiterated nis decision that the find- 
ings of the Grand Jury must.stand, and were 
beyond investigation. It was only a charge, 
not a conviction, and if improper matter had 
been presented to the jury the court aiways 
had the right to exclude it upontrial. The 
indictments in these cases had been found 
some time ago, motions to quash had been 
disposed of, and the defemse had been 
given every opportunity to investigate the sub- 
ject matter of the indictment. ‘“‘ The plea 
must be entered,”’ said Judge Wylie, emphati- 
cally, ‘‘ or, if the defendants stand mute, the 
trial will proceed under the terms of the law. 
The only objection, that some of the parties 
had been indicted under their initials instead 
of their full Christian names, is of no conse- 
quence now, and it can form the basis fora 
plea in abatement hereafter. My opinion ig 
that the Grand Jury acted improperly, but 
that does not affect the indictment, and I 
therefore decide that this plea of abatement is 
not allowable and that the court ought not 
to receive it.” 

Col. Totten said the defense would enter an 
exception kere to this decision, and would 
take occasion also to announce their intention 
to carry these cases before the court in banc. 

Mr. Miner having pleaded *‘ not guilty” to 
the indictment yesterday, the other defendants 
were, by order of the court, called upon to 
plead, and refusing to do so, the court ordered 
a plea of not guilty to be entered. 

Mr. Totten announced that the bill of ex- 
ceptions to carry the case before the highest 
court would be presented just as soon as it 
could be prepared. 

Mr. Merrick, for the Government, asked the 
court to fix a date for the trial of the cases, 
and said that as the prosecution had some 
distant witnesses to bring here, he wouid sug- 

est that Thursday, May 4, be designated. 

his order was made by the court. 

Col. {ngersoll informed the prosecution that 
be would expect them to give a full bill of 
particulars at that time, describing all of the 
papers claimed by them to be forgeries, and he 
would also probably have to ask the court for 
authority to search the files and records of the 
Post Office Department. 

Mr. Merrick said that to-merrow they would 
bring in their answer to theplea of abatement 
in Rerdell’s case and ask to have the court dis- 
pose of it. In this case Rerdell was not in- 
dicted under his full name. The trial wag 
then adjourned.

Mr. Blount asked the witness to state whether or 
not the information which the gentlemen whose 
names he had given to Mr. Blaine in respect to 
Gen. Hurlbut’s relations with Suarez in Lima was 
information within their own knowledge or was 
merely hearsay. His reply was that one of those 
gentlemen had spoken of his personal knowledge 
as to the public relations of Suarez to Hurl- 
but in Peru, while the other had spoken 
more particularly ofs;the influence which those re- 
lations had among the leading people of the town. 
He had spoken of his own knowledge and as a 
member of one of the leading clubs of Lima. 
These two gentlemen were the only ones whose 
names he had mentioned to the Secretary, although 
there were one or two others who had furnished 
him with affirmative information, but he had net 
mentioned their names to the Secretary. One of 


the latter had toid the witness that Suarez had ap- 
plied to him to lease his house in Lima for the 
American Minister, and that he had thereupon ex- 
pressed surprise that Suarez should be interesting 
himself in that way. 

Q.—Would you have ever asked the aid of the 
Government in connection with this claim but for 
the condition of Peru at a a time? A.—That was 
a matter of speculation. I do not know that I 
speculated so broadly as that. What I took into 
account were the facts then existing, and I 
thought that the situation as it then existed was 
especially favorable. 

tn response to inquiries in regard to the meaning 
of various portions of his letter to Mr. Hurlbut, the 
witness stated that the peltay as defined by him 
was the policy which had been discussed and un- 
qualifiedly approved by Secretary Blaine as he, the 
witness, understood and as Senator Blair told him 
he understood. To the question whether these com- 
munications had been submitted to Senator Blair, 
the witness replied: ‘I can say generally, that 
nearly, if not quite, every letter that I wrote to Mr. 
Huribut was read to Senator Blair, either before it 
was sent or soon afterward. The relations be- 
tween us were absolutely intimate and I sought his 
advice at every step and on every point. I did not 
consciously withhold anything from him. The wit- 
ness was asked whether the letter to Dr. Arizola 
had been written by the Venezuelan Minister, but 
he declined to answer on the ground that the 
authorship of that letter was a purely personal 
matter. 

‘\ Referring to a sentence in the letter from Cama- 
eho to Arizola, in which it is stated that ‘the own- 
ers of this great interest have long ago received 
the most sweeping assurances directly from the 
American Executive,” the witness was asked 
whether the Secretary of State had ever commit- 
ted himself to him substantially as taking that 
position for the Government. His reply was: ‘'I 
do not think he did in the terms in which it was 
ha then. I made a suggestion to the Secretary of 
Bate I think at our first interview, as a suggestion 

h had been made to me by counsel; and which

The House took very decided action on 
the franking privilege yesterday, which, it 
will be remembered, the Senate had taken 
occasion to restore in a modified form in the 
Post Office Appropriation bill. The amend- 
ment of the Senate was stricken out by a 
unanimous vote, and the conferees of the 
House can have no difficulty in compelling 
the Senate to recede from it under the cir- 
cumstances. In the course of the debate on 
the subject in the House the action of the 
Senate was treated in a manner which can- 
not be very agreeable to the members of the 
‘‘upper’’ house who tucked in their amend- 
ment in the first place very quietly and 
as if they were ashamed of it, which, in- 
deed, they very well may have been. It 
was generally agreed that the $125 per an- 
num allowed to members for stationery and 
postage was quite sufficient to meet all ne- 
cessary expenditure in this direction, and 
that the Senate amendment was, in effect, a 
petty addition to the salary of Congress- 
men. If the public printing were managed 
on some rational principle, and the matter 
put to press were more carefully selected, 
there could be little difficulty in providing 
for its free distribution; at present such a 
policy would only load the mails with ut- 
terly useless burdens. 





Another obstacle in the way of the prose- 
eution of the star route ring was removed 
yesterday by Judge Wy ik’s refusal to go 
behind the findings of the Grand Jury for 
the purpose of discovering whether any 
\mproper influences had contributed to the 
agreement on the indictments. Every con- 
ceivable device for delaying trial having 
deen exhausted, the Judge announced that 
“‘the plea must be entered, or, if the 
fefendants stand mute, the trial will 

roceed under the terms of the law.”’ 

he defendants did refuse to plead, and a plea 
pf “not guilty’’ was accordingly entered 
by order of the court, the date of trial 
being fixed for the 4th of May. Those 
pewspapers eid members of Congress 
that were so confident a few months ago 
that there was no serious intention ever 
lo bring the star routers to trial have still 
left to them the consoling reflection that 
there may be some difficulty in finding 
gp Washington jury on which Brapy’s 
‘or Dorsry’s friends and sympathizers are 
not represented.

‘simply continued, on the principles above 
stated, the injunction restraining the com- 
pany from cutting off the General’s supply 
of gas until a court can determine the 
‘question whether be must pay for gas. 


which the meter shows that he consumed 
while his house was shut up and he absent 
in Europe. If the ultimate decision shall 
grant the gas consumer the right to go be- 
hind the returns of the meter and force the 
company to show correctly how much gas 
he has burned and to charge for no more, 
then there will be no reason why brass 
bands should not be turned loose to play the 
livelong night in front of the house of every 
gas company President and Director in 
the City. 


After the recent offensive display of sec- 
tarianism by the managers of the Roman 
Catholic Protectory, the atterapt to foist its 
annual allowance into the Appropriation 
bill, thus giving it recognition as a State 
institution, deserves special attention. That 
institution receives an average of $220,000 
a year from the City Treasury of New- 
York, it is in receipt of other per 
capita allowances from the County of 
Westchester, and its demand from the State 
amounts this year to $50,000. The only de- 
fense offered for this levy is that the institu- 
tion has recently suffered from a fire, and 
no defense at all was attempted for trans- 
ferring the amount from the Supply bill, 
where, if anywhere, it belongs, to 
the annual Appropriation bill, where it 
has no. possible claim to be. Yet 
every Democratic Senator save one— 
Mr. Covert—voted for the item, and 
four Republicans— Messrs. Lanstne, Mac- 
ArtTuur, McCartay, and Tromas—are re- 
corded in the affirmative. The Protectory 
receives from the local authorities a very lib- 
eral per capita allowance for every child or 
juvenile delinquent committed to its care; 
on what ground of justice or public policy 
the State can be asked to contribute to the 
support of an institution over which it exer- 
cises neither control nor surveillance, and 
which is conducted in declared defiance of 
the constitutional equality of all shades of 
religious belief, we should like to have ex- 
plained. 


A bill has been introduced in the Assem- 
bly transferring the powers of the present 
Department of Parks to a board consisting 
of the President of the Metropolitan Museum 
of Art, the President of the Museum of 
Natural History, the President of the Na- 
tional Academy of Design, and six other 
citizens to be appointed by the Mayor 
without confirmation by the Board of 
Aldermen. The chances of inducing a 
Legislature whose majority is composed of 
Republicans and adherents of JoHn KELLY 
to place any more patronage at the disposal 
of Mayor Grace would seem to be 
sufficiently slim, but it may be well 
to point out that the ez officio mem- 
bership of the proposed board is not 
particularly well chosen. While there is 
no special objection to an attempt to inter- 
est the President of the Academy in the 
management of the parks, the two mu- 
seums ought to receive Trustees from the 
Park Board, not furnish members to it. 
In the case of the Museum of Art its Trus- 
tees labor under the additional disqualifica- 
tion of being apparently willing to tolerate 
fraud and falsehood rather than acknowl- 
edge that they have been deceived. Any 
body of men who can allow such charges as 
have been publicly made against the Cypri- 
ote collection to pass without investigation 
have already more in trust than they are fit 
to hold. 





‘A MEAN, DIRTY BUSINESS.”’ 

A man with an income of a dozen mil- 
lions, more or less, is likely to receive more 
advice asto the disposition of his money 
than he will ever consider, much less follow, 
and in these days the newspaper press is 
not likely to spend much time in trying to 
guide a gentleman so peculiarly situated to 
decide such a question for himself. But as 
a candid reflection of public opinion it may 
be remarked that when such a man stoops 
to using his enormous wealth to ‘‘rig’’ the 
market so that a certain number of securities 
may be sold for more than they are worth,and 
then that they may be bonght in again for a 
good deal less, he isengaged in a very mischiev- 
ous, very unworthy, and very contemptible 
transaction. This is the business in which 
the President of the principal trunk line of 
railways from the sea-board to the lakes and 
the North-west is believed to have lately oc- 
cupied himself in connection with Mr. Jay 
Gouup. We do not vouch for the accuracy 
of the various reports on the subject. They 
are sufficiently general and consistent, and 
have sufficient effect in the Street to de- 
serve attention. This much, at least, is 
beyond question: Stocks in which Jay 
GovuLp is known to be heavily inter- 
ested, and other stocks in which the 
distinguished trunk line President is inter- 
ested, advanced part passu for a number of 
days quite rapidly. Then when the event 
which marked the natural term of an arbi- 
trary manipulation of the principal stock 
involved had taken place, they all dropped 
faster than they had risen. 

Previous to the latter occurrence, and 
while the success of the scheme attributed 
to these gentlemen required that the public 
should have its recent distrust of the stock 
market removed, and its imagination 
kindled by the prospect of steady 
and considerable profits from the stock 
purchases, the conservative railway Presi- 
dent treated the world to his views 
on the general situation. They were 
published in one of Mr. GovuLp’s or- 
gans. It was announced that ‘“‘stocks of 
good roads were too low;’’ that ‘‘ they had 
been depressed below their true value” by 
the ‘‘bears.’’ These latter were roundly 
rated. ‘‘It’s their business to depreciate the 
property of other persons, but it’s a mean, 
dirty business, and that’s all there is about 
it.’ They were dismissed with an epithet 
which, on the lips of a hundred-fold mil- 
lionaire, is probably the most opprobrious 
imaginable. ‘‘ They were cheap fellows, 
very cheap men, all of them. Any man 
who will take advautage of the wants of 
others is a mean, cheap man.”’ This hearty 
and apparently sincere outbreak from the 
President’s honest soul, accompanied with 
the remark that a certain specified stock, then 
selling at 114, ‘‘ought to be selling at least 
at 120,’’ had its effect. This manifesto was 
issued on the 16th of March. The specified 
stock in five.days jumped to 117; in another 
week it nearly touched the mark fixed by 
the denouncer of ‘‘ bears,’’ and sold at 1193. 
Other stocks over which he has a governing 
power advanced likewise, though not so 
far or so fast, not having been distinctly ad- 
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vertised. At the same time GouLp’s stocks 
felt the ‘‘push’”’ of which this remarkable 
discourse in his organ was a prominent fea- 
ture. One of them went up 138 ‘‘points;”’ 
others two-thirds or one-half that amount. 
‘“‘The cheap, mean men” who had been 
‘selling the property of widows and or- 
phans,”’ and ‘‘ growing rich’’ by the process, 
were caught, and made haste to ‘‘cover.” 
The outside public to some extent came in, 
trusting to the glowing promises made them 
by the great railway President through Mr. 
GovuLD’s organ. 

Then, one fine Monday morning, the arti- 
ficial support that had been given the mar- 
ket by Mr. Goutp and his powerful coad- 
jutor was withdrawn. The stock which 
had been pointed out as ‘‘worth 120” 
shrank in two weeks to 107; the other 
stocks which the railway magnate had de- 
clared that he would ‘‘ protect’’ went below 
the figures at which they stood when 
he issued his anathema upon _ those 
‘‘cheap fellows,’’ the ‘‘bears.”” The 
gain that had been made in_ the 
Gould stocks was nearly or completely 
lost. The outside buyers, the ‘‘ widows and 
orphans,’’ every one except the magnate 
and his partners, suffered. So far as con- 
cerns the gamblers, whether mean and 
‘‘cheap”’ or high-priced and even meaner, 
the public can regard the result with great 
equanimity, and there will not be much 
sympathy for those who, engaged in other 
business, ‘‘made haste to get rich’’ by putting 
up margins on the great man’s ‘‘points.’’ But 
what of those who were fools enough to 
helieve him and to make legitimate invest- 
ments? What of the general disturbance 
of business, the derangement of exchange, 
the risk added to every honest dealer’s 
ventures? The public has the authority of 
Mr. WituramM H. VANDERBILT that ‘‘ any 
man who will take advantage of the neces- 
sities of others isa mean, cheap man.”’ If 
he creates those necessities for the purpose 
of taking advantage of them, he is surely no 
less mean and no more worthy. If Mr. 
VANDERBILT will take the trouble to recall 
those words, which he paraded with so much 
complacency ‘‘ a little month” ago, he will 
get a fair idea of what the general public 
at this moment think of him. 


AN OMNIBUS BILL. 

The disposition of Congress to make an 
omnibus of the River and Harbor Appro- 
priation bill has been so frequently remarked 
that nobody need be surprised by the prop- 
osition to introduce the Hennepin Canal 
scheme into the party of passengers already 
seated in that convenient vehicle.- The 
appropriation bill is (nominally) for the 
improvement of rivers and _ harbors. 
The Hennepin Canal project contem- 
plates the digging of a canal which 
shall connect the great lakes with the 
Illinois River. The canal, it is argued, 
would improve the lakes and the river; and, 
as the scheme could not get through Con- 
gress on its own merits, it is sought toattach 
the scheme to the appropriation bill. That 
measure derives its popularity from the fact 
that it isso composed that every individual 
Congressman has some personal interest in 
its success. lf the proposed canal across 
the Isthmus of Panama were to be construct- 
ed under Congressional grants, there would 
be found ingenious gentlemen ready to 
argue that the bill to appropriate money for 
the work could very properly be called ‘‘ A 
bill for the improvement of the Atlantic and 
Pacific Oceans. ’’ 

With equal facility, the enormous sum 
asked for the improvement of the Mississip- 
pi River may be included in the list of passen- 
gers inthe River and Harbor omnibus bill. 
We had fair notice, however, that the Com- 
mittee on Commerce, to whom is committed 
the task of engineering the River and Har- 
bor bill, would ‘‘ be liberal’’ to the Missis- 
sippi improvement scheme. When it was 
proposed in the House to take from the Com- 
mittee on Commerce the consideration of all 
appropriations for the Mississippi River, 
one of the members of that committee 
urged that any division of the work on the 
preparation of the bill ‘‘would endanger 
the great national system of river and har- 
bor improvements.’”’ Mr. Krna, of Louis- 
jana, however, was anxious and persistent 
until he was assured by Mr. Pace, of Cali- 
fornia, Chairman of the Committee on Com- 
merce, that his committee would be gen- 
erous toward the Mississippi improvement 
scheme. Mr. Krne@ demanded that Mr. 
PaGe’s pledge should be repeated in the 
hearing of the House, and he called the 
members present to witness in the most 
solemn manner the agreement to which the 
Chairman of the Committee on Commerce 
was a party. 

Of course, after all this parade, Mr. Pacr’s 
committee could not be allowed to behave 
otherwise than handsomely toward the Mis- 
sissippi people. The River and Harbor Ap- 
propriation bill, as reported to the House, 
last February, appropriated between nine 
and ten millions of dollars. To this amount 
there has since been added five millions, 
muking a grand total of about fifteen mil- 
lions of dollars, or tive millions more than 
has ever before been appropriated by any 
Congress. Of this amount $4,723,000 is 
added by the Committee on Commerce to 
redeem the promise made to the Mississippi 
people. The public will bear witness that 
the committee has been generous and liberal. 
The committee to whom Mr. Kine and his 
colleagues were solicitous that the appro- 
priation for the Mississippi should be re- 
ferred is called the Committee on Levees 
and Improvements of the Mississippi River. 
Curiously enough, levees are not to be im- 
proved, repaired, or constructed by the use 
of any portion of the $4,723,000 provided 
by the liberal Committee on Commerce. 
The whole amount, except $600,000, is to be 
expended in deepening the channel of the 
river below Cairo, unless work on the levees 
can be needed to deepen the channel, in ac- 
cordance with the judgment of the Missis- 
sippi River Commission. As the commis- 
sion has already an appropriation of $1,000,- 
000 for the current year, and the additional 
sum of $4,723,000 will be available, if ap- 
propriated, July 1, 1882, it will be apparent 
that the Mississippi River will be, or should 
be, very handsomely improved during the 
coming year. 

All of the Congressmen of all the States 
in any way interested in improving the Mis- 
sissippi River are expected to unite in a 
hearty support of the River and Harbor bill. 
It was to secure this support, rather than to 
preserve the symmetry of ‘‘the great na- 


tional system,”’ that the Mississippi improve- 
ment scheme was retained so persistently by 
the Committee on Commerce. To be 
sure, the arrangement has cost nearly 
$5,000,000 for a beginning, and  no- 
body pretends to know how much 
more will be required next year. But the 
entire South-west and North-west is ex- 
pected to be a unit for the bill. The Henne- 
pin Canal scheme, which involves the ulti- 
mate expenditure of $30,000,000, can hardly 
hope for speedy and full entrance into the 
omnibus of the River and Harbor appropri- 
ation. But a single line, appropriating a few 
hundred thousands for this year, would be 
an entering wedge, and future appropriations 
for the improvement of rivers and harbors 
would necessarily contain the Hennepin 
passenger until the job is completed. 


A “SOHOOLBOY” CIVIL SERVICE. 

The practical statesmen of the Thirteenth 
District Republican Association have had 
the courage to speak out frankly in denun- 
clation of the Civil Service Reform Associa- 
tion. ‘They deserve the thanks of all patriot- 
ic men for the open and fearless expression 
of their sentiments in the resolutions 
adopted at their mecting on Monday 
night. It is time that this Civil Service 
Reform Association were taught a much- 
needed lesson. It is not merely that its 
principles are detestable and its methods in- 
famous, but because of its intolerable arro- 
gance, that men hate it. The little group of 
sublimated theorists who are responsible 
for its existence put on too many airs 
and carry their heads too far above 
the clouds. Those who have long loathed 
them in secret will now rejoice openly that 
they have at length been stretched upon the 
gridiron of public execration by Mr. 
CHARLES Buiackig and his valiant band. 
We can suggest but one amendment to the 
admirable resolution to which we have re- 
ferred. VoLTarRE once told a story of out- 
rage and plunder in five words—‘‘ There 
was once a tax-gatherer,” declaring that no 
filling in of details could add to the vivid 
horror of the tale. In a like spirit of 
brevity the Thirteenth District Association 
should have restricted their preamble to the 
mere statement of the fact that ‘‘ there exists 
in this City a society called ‘The Civil Ser- 
vice Reform Association.’’’ Nothing is 
gained by reciting the hideous vices of the 
outcasts who are its members, their ‘‘ utter 
indifference to politics and the principles of 
the Republican Party,’’ their advocacy of 
measures to put ‘‘ Democrats’’ and ‘‘school- 
boys’’ in office, and the fact that they are 
‘‘well known.’”’ It is quite enough to know 
that they are civil service reformers. 

There can be no question of the truth of 
specification 5 of these resolutions, that 
‘‘the methods of the Civil Service Reform 
Association do more harm to the civil ser- 
vice than good.’’” As was explained by a 
leading member of the Thirteenth District 
Association, they are wholly ‘‘ Un-Amurri- 
kan,’’ and designed to keep out of the public 
service the bone and brawn of our electorate, 
the men who attend and manage the primaries, 
vote wherever a vote will do the most good, 
and work early and late for the principles of 
the grand old party, as understood in the 
Thirteenth District, and to admit only 
** schoolboys’’ having ‘‘no practical busi- 
ness abilities or experience.’’ Look at. the 
questions recently used in the examination of 
candidates for promotion to the ‘‘ liquidat- 
ing department’’ of the Naval Office, and 
printed in Tue Tres of Monday morning. 
Here isasample: ‘‘On four hogsheads of 
sugar, weighing, respectively, 988 9-16, 
874 17-24, 9385 11-48, 890 15-60, there was 
an allowance of 8-40 of each cask for 
loss on the voyage of importation. 
What was the total dutiable weight?’ 
Now, we have no doubt that the 
puny, hollow-cheeked, round-shouldered 
stripling, fresh from school and vulgar frac- 
tions, who solved that problem correctly and 
got a place thereby, will be of some slight 
use in the Naval Office. But what are his 
‘practical business abilities?’ Can ‘he 
throw a noisy anti-machine member of 
his district association out of the 
window on call of the Chair? Can 
he break a head with  neatness 
and dispatch, and if not, of what use will 
he be in contests with halt-breed delegates 
to next Fall’s conventions? Above all, will 
not a callow youth who has been nourished 
upon vulgar fractions be moved by con- 
temptible conscientious scruples to decline 
some of the most urgent political duties of 
the office-holder, such as repeating, ballot- 
box stuffing, and the propagation of the 
faith by sample-room effort? These ques- 
tions can be answered in but one way. The 
Naval Office is evidently managed on the 
dangerous and subversive principle of ‘ ut- 
ter indifference to politics.” 

If the Thirteenth District Association 
had been allowed to ‘‘edit’’ these ques- 
tions, they would have been put into a 
shape having some perceptible bearing 
upon the political exigencies of the party, 
which are the basis of all true civil ser- 
vice reform principles. That association 
knows that ‘‘ slates’? can be put to a more 
worthy use than ciphering out percentages 
and rates of duty. Instead of perplexing a 
candidate with ‘‘ applied problems,’ in- 
volving invoices of wool and steel bars, the 
Blackie-Biglin-Cregan examination paper 
would contain practical business questions, 
like these: ‘‘At fifteen minutes to sun- 
set the tally of votes cast shows that the 
‘Boss’ lacks twenty-seven ballots of a 
majority. If you were ‘in charge’ of that 
precinct, what would’you do?’ ‘A liqui- 
dating clerk spent 22.55 per cent. of his in- 
come for rent, 11.68 per cent. for clothing, 
87.92 per cent. for food, 6.25 per cent. for 
tobacco, 89 per cent. forjliquor, and 58.25 
per cent. of the remainder for sundries. 
How much would he have to take annually 
from Government moneys passing through 
his hands in order to set up a first- 
class liquor store in the Thirteenth District 
on the proceeds of two years’ service ?”’ 
‘*Six days before election the Chairman of 
the General Committee discovers that he has 
four wards left to ‘take care’ of, and no 
money in the till. What percentage of the 
salary of 1,500 clerks in the Custom-house 
and City departments (salaries estimated to 
average $900) must he call for in order to 
insure the permanence of our constitutional 
system ?”’ 

This is the kind of an examination de 
manded by civil service reform as it is un- 
derstood and practiced in the Thirteenth 


District. This system is calculated to enlist’ 
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the interest and awaken the zeal of ‘‘our.- 


most active Republican supporters,’? men 
like Mr. Buackrz, Mr. Brexin, and Mr. 
Creean, and their influential friends who are 
now on the point of being “‘driven out’ 
because under the iniquitous methods of the 
Civil Service Reform Association they ‘‘do 
not receive any recognition for their ser- 
vices, time, and trouble.”” What genuine 
and disinterested patriot can hesitate for an 


instant in his choice between the two sys- 
tems? 


THE CHURCH FESTIVAL SPOON. 

The success which attended the introduc- 
tion of the American church festival spoon 
to the charitable and religious public was, 
perhaps, more complete and brilliant than 
that of any other recent invention. It sup- 
plied a great and manifest want, and sup- 
plied it so completely that people now won- 
der how the churches ever managed to carry 
on their business at a profit without its val- 
uable aid. 

Prior to the invention of the church fes- 
tival spoon there was a very wide-spread 
dissatisfaction on the part of the public with 
religious oyster stews. The truth is that 
the festival managers had been compelled to 
practice an economy in oysters to which 
the public mind and palate refused to be 
reconciled. The well-established rule in 
preparing stewed oysters for church festivals 
was that one oyster should be used with 
every quart of water, and that in serving 
customers a haif of an oyster only should be 
given to each one. One quart of oysters, in 
accordance with this system, was expected 
to furnish sufficient food for one hundred 
people, and as the original quart rarely cost 
over fifty cents and each stew made from it 
was sold for thirty cents it followed that a 
clear profit of nearly thirty doNars could be 
made fromevery quart of oysters. Of course, 
where a church festival was attended by 
four or five hundred people the profits of 
the oyster department were very large, and, 
indeed, in most cases averaged double those 
of the ice-cream department. 

While this system was financially a bril- 
liant success it was not satisfactory to 
hungry people. It was complained, and 
with some show of justice, that while an 
oyster stew ought to preserve some little of 
the true oyster flavor, church stews tasted 
of nothing but warm water and butter. At- 
tempts were made by liberal and public- 
spirited church officers from time to time to 
remedy this fault by adding to church stews 
various flavoring extracts—the most popular 
of which was ‘‘ Smith’s Ecciesiastical Oyster 
Essence.’’ The attempts, however, were 
uniformly failures, The flavoring extracts 
did not plausibly imitate the flavor of the 


oyster, and in many instances complaints 


were made: that the church cooks had mixed 
ham or onions with their oysters, and that 
they were simply bringing disgrace upon a 
sacred cause. 

The invention of the church festival 
spoon at once put a stop to all complaint. 
This spoon, as every one now knows, is 
impregnated so thoroughly with the flavor 
of the oyster that the person who uses it in 
connection with any sort of food tastes 
nothing but the pure oyster flavor. During 
the past Winter those church festivals at 
which this ingenious spoon was used were 
able totally to discard oysters. Their oyster 
stews were made of nothing but warm 
water, a little oleomargarine, and a sprink- 
ling of salt and pepper, but when they were 
eaten with the church festival spoon the 
customers agreed with one voice that they 
had never tasted more delicious oyster stews 
in the whole course of their lives. The fes- 
tival managers were thus enabled to save 
the cost of two or three quarts of oysters 
and to give complete satisfaction to the pub- 
lic—a state of things without a parallel in 
the memory of the oldest and most pious 
inhabitant. 

It was obvious that the conception of a 
flavored spoon need not be confined to the 
narrow field of oysters. The soups pre- 
pared at most of our City restaurants bear a 
close relation to church festival stews in 
their composition. They are made upon a 
basis of warm water and oleomargarine, to 
which a few grains of rice, a few sticks of 
vermicelli, or a scrap of bone are added, ac- 
cording to the style of soup ordered by the 
customer. In point of flavor they are all 
precisely alike, having none whatever except 
such as is communicated by pepper and salt. 
Now, the adaptation of the idea of the 
church festival spoon to purely secular 
soups was inevitable so soon as the success 
of the original spoon was established. The 
public will, therefore, hardly be surprised 
to learn that a complete set of flavoring 
spoons, designed for the general market, has 
just been manufactured by a well-known 
chemist. 

In restaurants where these spoons are 
used all soups will consist of nothing but 
warm water with enough oleomargarine to 
furnish a slight greasy surface. The cus- 
tomer may order any one of the twenty-five 
varieties of soup for which flavoring spooas 
have so far been devised, and he will re- 
ceive in every instance precisely the same 
soup. Nevertheless, with the aid of the 
flavoring spoon, he will enjoy what to his 
palate will present itself as the sort of soup 
which he had ordered. The simplicity and 
cheapness of this system wiil be apparent at 
a glance, and it is thought that the receipts 
of an average down-town restaurant will be 
increased at least 30 per cent. by the use of 
the new flavoring spoons. 

Undoubtedly the grand idea of imprison- 
ing flavor in a spoon instead of an article of 
food is susceptible of still further expan- 
sion. We may yet be able to convert pota- 
toes into a dozen different vegetables—so far 
as taste is concerned—by using flavoring 
spoons, and the system may even be applied 
to beverages. Certainly, the church festival 
spoon was one of the grandest ideas of the 
age, and we may yet sit down to a gorgeous 
banquet the variety and charm of which 
will consist entirely in the careful selection 
and arrangement of flavoring spoons. 
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DISSOLVING A STEAM-SHIP COMPANY. 
PHILADELPHIA, April 11.—The stockholders 

of the Philadelphia and Southern Mail Steam-ship 
Company mei at noon to-day, at the Board of Trade 
rooms, for the purpose of winding up the affairs of 
the company. The President, Stephen Flannigan, 
submitted tne following statement: Under the au- 
thority of a resolution of the stockholders passed 


at the annual meeting May 5, 1880. the steam-ships 
and other property of the company have been sold 
and the proceeds applied to the liquidation of tne 
company’s indebtedness. The assets of the com- 
pany amount to $5,345 92, and the outstanding in- 
debtedness $20,514 69. A resolution was adopted 
that proceedings be taken to dissolve the company. 
The company was 0 in 1866 with a capital 
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of $700,000. The company owned eight steamers, 
of from 800 to 1,600 tons burden each, and were 
built tor freight and_ passenger traffic between 
Philadelphia, Savannah, Wilmington, New-Orleans, 
and Havana. The enterprise was a failure, how- 
ever, from the start.

THE ITALIAN OPERA SEASON, 

The Academy of Music never contained a 
more numerous and brilliant audience than that of 
last night to witness the performance of Meyerbeer’s 
“L’Africaine.” Every seat was occupied, all avail- 
able standing room was filed, and hundreds were 
obliged to leave for lack of any accommodation. 
This result is a gratifying proof of the wisdom 
of Mr. Mapleson’s scheme of operas at moderate 
prices, and justifies the belief that has been 
expressed as to the popular success of grand 
opera presented in generous style. The cast was 
the same that has been before commended, Mme. 
Hauk being the Selika, Signor Campanini the Vasco 
di Gama, Mile. Dotti the Ines, Signor Galassi the 
Nelusko, and Signor Novara the Don Pedro. The 
perfermance from first to last was admirable. All 
the principals were in good voice and sang 
with spirit, the chorus and orchestra, under 
the efficient direction of Signor Arditi, left 
nothing to be desired, and, in a word, the 
opera was given with a smoothness and elegance 
not to be surpassed in any opera-house in the 
world. The throng and sympathetic enthusiasm 
had its effect upon the performers, and the result 
was the best representation of “L’Africaine” that 
has been given by Mr. Mapleson’s artists. Mme. 
Hauk was in good voice, and sang with fervor and 
dramatic power. Signor Campanini as Vasco di 
Gama added to the Jaurels he has already won in 
this réle by a supremely good personation, his act- 
ing being always effective ana graceful and his 
singing beyond criticism. His voice was in ex- 
cellent condition, and he delivered the music 
of this réle with the custemary ease and confidence 
‘which are marked characteristics or his art. Signor 
Galassi was powerful and impressive as Nelusko, 
and Signor Novara was entirely satisfactory as 
Don Pedro. Mile. Dotti’s Ines is perhaps: the best 
work she has given on the operatic stage, and was 
received with marked approval. She has not be- 
fore sung so wellas last night. Mme Cavallazzi 
danced beautifully, and was twice recalled in the 
third act. With such favorable conditions it is not 
amatter of surprise that the performance was a 
great success. 

This evening the opera will be ‘‘ Ernani,” which 
will be given with the same cast as that provided 
for the work last week—Ravelli as Ernani, Del 
Puente as the King, Novara as Silva, and Mile.

A French mining engineer has discovered 
an extraordinary hot spring near St. Etienne. He 
was boring for mining purposes, and when he had 
reached a depth of 1,500feet he came upon this 
spring, from which the water rushed upward in a 
column nearly 80 feet above the surface of the 
ground. The water is strougly impregnated with 
carbonic acid. 


Russian statistics of immigration and emi- 
gration for the past 10 years show that 2,807,000 
persons have left the country and that 2,455,000 
have entered it. This is an emigration excess of 
352.000. but it does not include a considerable num- 


ber of emigrants who have left the country without 
legal permission. The emigrants who went away 
and did not return belong mostly to the edu- 
cated class and the class that, if not wealthy, is af 
least in easy circumstances, About 16,000 more 
spree entered Russia each year than went out 
of it. 


Carl Sondershausen, one of the last survi- 
vors of the classical days of Weimar, is dead in his 
ninety-first year. At Weimar he was born and at 
Weimar he has passed away. When’a boy he 
often took part in the choruses on the stage during 
the performance of Goethe's plays, He afterward 
engaged in literary work, and was thus brought 
somewhat in contact with Goethe, Chancellor von 
Miiller, Duke Karl August, and foreign writers who 
visited Weimar. Under the title ‘‘ The Last of the 
Old Weimarians” he published in 1859 some inter- 
esting reminiscences. 


An artist whose pictures were frequently 
seen at the Royal Academy exhibition and at the 
Paris Salon is dead in Thomas Jones Barker, whose 
age was 77. He began life as a pupil of Horace 
Vernet, and before he left Paris had received three 
gold medals. For Louis Philippe he painted sev- 
eral pictures, one of them, “The Death of Louis 
XIV.,” being destroyed in the revolution of 1848. 
For the Princess Marie, in 1840, he painted ‘* The 
Bride of Death,” and soon afterward was made a 
Knight of the Legion of Honor. Many of his later 
pictures had for their subjects contemporary 
events, such as Napoleon III.’s surrender and the 
allied Generals before Sebastopol. 


Political economists will hear with regret 
that William Newmarch is dead. About a year 
ago he had made all the necessary preparation for 
retiring from business, when he was stricken with 
paralysis, though apparently in the full vigor of 
life. Mr. Newmarch is best known for his work iu 
completing Locke’s ‘‘ History of Prices,’ a stand- 
ard publication, long out of print. and held by the 
old-book dealers at high prices. He intended to re 
vise and complete the work after. his retirement 
from business, material for that purpose having 
bean collected, but it is doubted if he ever did any- 
thing that can now be published to advantage. 


Great is the enthusiasm of the English a 
Mentone over the presence there of Queen Victo 
ria. Many of them are described asina state of 
“pure ecstasy and bliss unutterable.” “To think 
that there, in that chalet,” writes a French corre 
spondent, “not half a mile distant, is their loved

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OBITUARY. 
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DANTE GABRIEL ROSSETTI. 

A cable dispatch from London announces thé 
death of Dante Gabriel Rossetti, the artist and 
author. Mr. Rossetti has of late years disappeared 
more and more from public gaze, excevt that quite 
recently American editions of his poems hav¢ 
made their appearance, and last year he published 
avolume of “Ballads and Sonnets,” which was 
highly spoken of both in England and in this 
country. He was not an old man at the 
time of his death, having been born in 1828 
It was about 1849 that his painting, “Girl 
hood of the Virgin,” gave him an entrance in the 
band calling themselves the Brotherhood of Pre- 
Raphaelites, the same year that Holman Hunt 
showed his “Rienzi” and Millais bis *‘* Isabella.” 
The atmosphere of this circle of artists was 
close, if it could not be actually called 
a hothouse atmosphere. Affectations which were 
at first unimportant in view of the talents dis- 
played became hardened afterward into down- 
right sins of mannerism. Their peculiarities of art 
were also attempted to be applied to daily life, and 
Mr. Rossetti was one of those pre-Raphaelites who 
shut himself the most completely away from, and 
out of, sympathy with the nation at large. Al- 
though Italian in family, he was an English- 
man by birth, and showed the nation- 
al characteristics in many ways. Withia 
his chosen circle he was a force and communicated 
to others his ardent feelings on literary and artis- 
tic matters with great success. He belonged t® a 
family of writers, for his father was noted asa 
Dante scholar; his brother, the poet and art critic, 
William M. Rossetti, is only less well known thang 
himself, and his sister, Christina Rossetti, is a 
writer of poetry of no little beauty. Mr. Ruskin 
has said of him what was probably meant to be as 
high praise as anything that could be said, *‘ He 
was the first assertor in painting, as I believe I was 
myself in art literature, of the great distinctive 
principle of that school, (the pre-Raphaelite.) that 
things should be painted as they probably did look 
and happen, and not as by rules of art developed 
under Raphael, {Correggio, and Michael Angela 
they might be supposed gracefully, deliciously, or 
sublimely to have happened.” 

Mr. Rossetti not only contributed harmoniou3 
and at times strikingly beautiful verses to English 
literature, but was the champion of several poets 
who were misjudged or neglected. He helped mora 
than any other to bring the poetry, engravings. and’ 
water-color illuminations of William Blake before 
the nation whieh had not appreciated them. He 
also was a champion of Walt Whitman, and pub- 
lished an English expurgated edition of his ** Leaves 
of Grass.”” At the same time he was a great friend 
and admirer of Longfellow. He is better known 
asa writer than a painter, chiefly because books 
go everywhere and his paintings were compara- 
tively few, but also because his art-works were 
quickly bought in England, and consigned to 
private galleries. In honor of the name given 
him by his Dante-loving father, Mr. Rossetti 
published in 1861 ** Early Italian Poets,’’ and in 1874 
a revision with the title ‘* Dante and His Cirele.” 
Beginning as a designer of wood-cuts for the press, 
he has lived to see himself Professor of Italian at 
King’s College,a poet of repute, a painter of no 
little renown in England, and the acknowledged 
head of a cirele of literary and artistic men of the 
highest order of talents, among whow are Swin- 
— Ruskin, Burne-Jones, Millais, Morris, and 

Os8e.

PROPOSED STATE LAWS 


GOOD AND BAD MEASURES IN THE 
ASSEMBLY. 

HE PROPOSED INVESTIGATIONS—A NEW 
PLAN FOR A PARK COMMISSION—BROOK- 
‘LYN BOARD OF EDUCATION—A QUES- 

3 TIONABLE SCHEME. 

ALBANY, April 11.—Contrary to general ex- 
pectation, Mr. Roosevelt did not attempt to bring 
up to-day his resolution calling for an investigation 
of Judge Westbrook. There was a large number 
of bills on the Clerk’s desk awaiting fina) disposi- 
tion, and the gentleman considered it inadvisable 
so interfere with their disposition, especially as 
some of them required immediate passage 
to meet the purposes for which they 
were presented. The resolution will be 
pressed at the earliest practicable moment. 
One of the outgrowths of the investigation of in- 
surance Receiverships was a resolution, introduced 
in the Assembly to-day by Mr. Baker, a member of 
the special committee which has this subject under 
consideration. It asks for information from the 
Attorney-General as to whether suits can be insti- 
tuted against the Receivers already examined to 


recover the extortional sums of money which they 
have received for their services. 

About 40 bills, nearly all local, received their 
third reading to-day and were sent to the Senate. 
Among the lot was the codification of the banking 
aws, introduced by Mr. Robb. Mr. Sheridan of- 
fered a substitute for his bill providing better pro- 
section for theatres against fire, and this was 
passed. The owners of theatres are released from 
sertain obligations imposed by the original bill, 
and the use of automatic sprinklers is required 
opon the stage. Some of Mr. Sheridan's bills are 
aot altogether above suspicion, and the fact that a 
substitute, with which nobody is at ail familiar. is 
offered for the printed bill, and is passed when the 
House is in a dozing mood, is one that at least de- 
serves mention. 

Mr. Hickman, of Erie, introduced by request a 
dill designed to procure greater security to passen- 
rers on the elevated railroads of New-York. It 
provides for the erection of a wire fence on the 
tdge of each station platform, with three gates, 
which are to be opermed whenatrain has been 
brought to a stand-still, and closed only when 
every passenger on the platform has entered the 


cars. 

A bill by Mr. Robb, of New-York. abolishes the 
Park Commission and substitutes a Board of Trus- 
tees of the Public Parks, to be composed of the 
Presidents of the Metropolitan Museum of Art, of 
the Museum of Natural History,: and of the Na- 
tional Academy of Design, and of six other citi- 
zens to be appointed by the Mayor, with- 
out the confirmation of the Board of Alder- 
men. The members of this board are to 
serve without compensation, and their duties are 
to be identical with those of the existing commis- 
sion. The biliisto go into effect within 10 days 
after its passage. Within five days after their ap- 

ointment the Trustees are to organize and elect a 

resident. Their terms of office are to be two, 
four, and six years, to be determined by draw- 
Ing Jots. Their successors are to serve for six 
years each, and the Trustees are required to hold at 
least 24 meetings each year. Any Trustee who ab- 
sents himself from five successive meetings, unless 
through illness or absence fromthe State compels 
this course, shall be considered as having resigned, 
and bis successor shall be appointed by the Mayor. 
The supervision of the parks thus proposed is in 
effect the same that was in operation prior to the 
rule of Tweed. Mr. Robb says that the bill is ap- 
proved by many prominent gentlemen in New- 
York of both parties. 

Mr. McCarren, of Kings, presented a bill abol- 
ishing after September, 1882, the present Board of 
Education of the city of Brooklyn, and substitut- 
ing a board of 15 School Commissioners, to 
be appointed by the Mayvr. In addition to 
these Commissioners there are to be ap- 
pointed three ‘Trustees for each of the 
& wards in the city, who are to have 
the power of appointing the teachers. The Trus- 
tees are required to make regular reports to the 
Commissioners concerning the condition, of the 
schools in their districts, and a competitive system 
pf examination for school teachers is established. 
In order to prevent the recurrence of any such 
offense as that of ex-Secretary Stuart, the same 
rentieman has introduced a bill taking from the 
Board of Education the control of all school funds, 
and giving it the City Controller, Treasurer, and 
Board of Audit. 

A bill which was introduced in the Senate by 
Mr. Grady tast night passed that house to-day, 
and went through the Assembly within two hours 
thereafter. It willenable Sindram, the murderer, 
pow inthe Tombs awaiting the execution of the 
death sentence, to apply for a new trial. 

A bill which Mr. Sheridan introduced several 
weeks ago, and which was printed and referred by 
the Cities Committee to the consideration of the 
House, promises to attract a great deal of atten- 
tion betore it is finally disposed of. Some gentle- 
men who have examined it do not hesitate to pro- 
nounce it a bad bill. This is not to be wondered at, 
considering the source from which the bill came.

sands streets, in aforesaid city of Brooklyn, and lay 
out the same in such manner a8 appears on maps 
made of same and filed in the officeof the City Clerk 
of Kings County on the 15th day of March, 1882, 

The manner of acquiriag property is described 
in the following section: 

Sec. 5, Snould said company be unable to agree 
witn the owners of any of above named property for 
she purchase of above named property or real estate 
for the purpose above mentioned, it shall have the 
right to acquire a title to the same by application to 
the Supreme Court for a commission to appraise the 
value of said property, as provided in chapter 140 of 
the statutes of the laws of New-York, passed April 2, 
3850, 

The strip of property which ia thus ‘coveted by 
the company is that which would be included 
In the continuation of .Flatbush-avenue to the 
very extrance to the Brooklyn bridge. Who 
is behind the bill cannot be determined 
at this distance from Brooklyn. The four 
Republican members of the Cities Com- 
mittee voted against the billin the committee. 
Some of the Brooklyn representatives insisted on 
its being reportea favorably, and in order to ap- 
pease contilicting interests the committee finally 
agreed to. let the House take the bill under consid- 
eration.

THE WORK OF THE SENATE. 
THE APPROPRIATION BILL PASSED-—-AMEND- 
ING THE USURY LAWS. 


Axtsany, April 11.—The bill reducing the 
fare on the elevated railroads to 5 cents for all 
hours of the day was ordered to athird reading in 
the Senate to-day without debate or opposition. 
The annual Appropriation bill came up on its third 
reading, when Mr. Grady moved to recommit with 
instructions to insert an item of $70,000 for the 
Catholic Protectory, but on Mr. McCarthy’s sug- 
gestion changed the amount to $50,000. Mr. 
Jacobs said the Supply bill was the place 
for it, as it was not a State institution. 
The item was inserted, however, by a vote of 19 to 
y. Mr. Browning moved to increase the item for 


National Guard from $250,000 to $300,000, which, 
after much discussion, was lost. Mr. Jacobs said 
he had received official information that ‘*Mark 
Jack, an insane Indian,’”’ whose name had figured 
as a beneficiary in every appropriation bill for 20 
years, was dead. He therefore moved to strike 
Gut the usuai appropriation for nis benefit. The 
motion was carried, and some laughter was caused 
by a suggestion that the Senate should adjourn out 
of respect to the memory of Mark. Some other 
amendments to the bill were proposed, but none 
was accepted, and the bill passed by a unanimous 


vote. 

The bill to continue the commission for the settie- 
ment of arrears of taxes in Brooklyn gave rise to 
much discussion on its third reading, by reason of 
a motion by Mr. Jacobs to recommit it to the 
Judiciary Committee for their opinion as to its 
constitutionality. Mr. Russell thought it was too 
late to make this voint. The bill passed the last 
Legislature, was signed by the Governor, and had 
been in operation nearly a year. After some 
further discussion the bill was passed by 26 votes. 
Mr. Kiernan introduced a bill modifying the usury 
laws, as follows:

THE HONG KONG SWINDLE. 


+ < 
WHO WILL BEAR THE LOSSES—THE AMOUNT 
SAID TO BE EXAGGERATED. 

‘rhe interest in the peculiar business transac- 
tions of Vogel & Co., of Hong Kong, China, which 
was revived by the arrival of the sailing ship Rieh- 
ard Robinson from that port, continues to increase 
asthe parties who purchased merchandise from 
them are induced to speak more definitely. Mr. 
Carl Vogel, of No. 70 Beaver-street, the brother of 
Emil Vogel, who was the head of the firm of 
Vogel & Co., said yesterday: 
clerk in the employ of Vogel & Co. for 138 
years, and came to this City in their behalf in 1879. 
In November last I discovered several irregular- 
ities, which I could not, as the firm’s representa- 
tive, permit to pass without inquiry upon my part. 
I telegraphed to China that I would go there by the 
first steamer, with a view to putting matters in a 
different shape, matters which I nad spoken of to 
my business friends in this City. While on the way 
across the continent I received a telegram from 
New-York saying that Emil Vogel, the only partner 
under that name, had sailed for Europe. 
When I arrived in Hong Kong I found that 
the firm had gone into liquidation, and I was ad- 
vised not to mix in their affairs. I, however, gave 
some of the banks all the information they needed, 
and, after a short stay in that eity, returned to 


New-York. While in Hong KongI learned that 
low grades of silk had been invoiced as higher 
gredes. Ido not believe that there could have 
been bales of silk falsely packed, that is, 1 do not 
think that the bales said to contain silk were 
packed with anything else. A statement has been 
made that Vogel & Co. received orders for 16,000 
baies of silk within two months. This is sim- 
ply ridiculous. They probably reseived orders for 
1,600 bales of silk, and this would be a large num- 
ber. Therefore I am satisfied there is no such 
thing as a loss of $4,000,000 by the French and Eng- 
lish merchants. I am informed that, according to 
a rough estimate, the whole liabilities of the firm 
will not amount to $1,000,000. I would scarcely 
have believed that there could have been such 
fraudulent shipments by the Richard Robinson as 
have been reported. Thenumber of bales of hemp 
which were consigned through bankers to mer- 
chants here was as follows: To Baring Brothers & 
Co., 4,600; to Brown Brothers & Co., 600, and to the 
Bank of Montreal, 1,600, making 6,800 bales all 
told. After the discharge of the vessel it will be 
shown how many bales of hemp and how many 
bales of matting were shipped on the Richard Rob- 
inson. On the 3ist of January last J severed my 
connection with the firm of Vogel & Co. In addi- 
tion to the consignment of hemp, there were 90 
bales of silk consigned to Morton, Bliss & Co. 

The unloading of the ship Richard Robinson 
was continued yesterday, and Capt. Burgess, of 
the firm of Snow & Burgess, said that a week’s 
time would elapse before the cargo could be dis- 
charged. It was altogether too early, he added, 
to say how many bales of hemp are in the vessel. 
There should be 7,500 bales, but so many bales of 
matting had been discovered that it was hard to 
tell how far short the original number of bales of 
hemp would fall. It was decidedly un- 
wise, thought Capt. Burgess, to make any esti- 
mate of the shortage. The firm of Snow & 
Burgess are calmly awaiting developments, 
and do not believe that any of the loss 
will fall upon them, Other shipping’ merchants 
agreed with them that the importers must 
bear the loss. The New-York importers are Rech- 
nagel & Co., of No. 45 Beaver-street; David Bavon, 
of No, 125 Pearl-street, and Ira Bursley, of No. 63 
South-street. The banking companies through 
which Vogel & Co. transacted tbe financial part of 
their business with these firms were Brown Broth- 
ers & Co., Baring Brothers & Co., Morton, Bliss & 
Co., and the Bank of Montreal. The agents of 
these banking companies made advances to Yogel 
& Co., in Hong Kong, on their sworn invoices and 
bills of lading. The unanimous opinion of the 
bankers interested was that the loss on the cargo 
of the Richard Robinson must be sustained by the 
importers. L. Waterbury & Co., of No. 139 Front- 
street, was mentioned as one of the firms which 
had ordered hemp from Vogel & Co. Mr. Water- 
bury said yesterday that this was not true, as his 
firm had merely ordered 2,024 bales of hemp from 
Rechnagel & Co., and were to pay for them when 
they received the hemp. 

Everybody yesterday denounced Vogel & Co. 
for sendirg bales of matting instead of hemp, and 
wooden shavings instead of silk, but all admitted 
that they did not yet know how many bales of 
hemp might be stowed away in the Richard Rob- 
inson. 

On Jan. 20 BPradstreets issued the following 
report to their subscribers: “Vogel & Co., 
of China—New-York City, No. 70 Beaver- 
street. They are said to have collapsed there 
because of frauds perpetrated both there and 
in New-York.”” Bradstreets’ reports also show that 
an attachment for $54,118 69 was obtained against 
Vogel & Co. from Judge Lawrence, of the Supreme 
Court, Dec. 15, by the F. O. Matthiessen & Wiechers 
Sugar Refining Company for breach of contract on 
the sale, delivery, and freightage of sugar. Juage 
Donehue had previously granted an attachment in 
favor of G. Amsinck & Co., shipping and commis- 
sion merchants, for $11,114 34 for a claim for over- 
allowance on consignment of sugar. At the 
Sheriff’s office it was learned yesterday that 
these attachments are still in the hands 
of Deputy Sheriff Masterson, who has served 
them on nine different vesseis which have arrived 
here during the past three months from Hong 
Kong containing goods —— by Vogel & Co. 
Among the vessels were the brigs Jonathan Chase, 
Litchfield, and Hydenbrown. The merchandise 
consisted of sugar, hemp, fire-crackers, &c., but as 
they were hypothecated for a great deal larger 
sum than their value, the attachments did not hold. 
Duplicate attachments in favor of the same firms 
were obtained yesterday from the Supreme Court. 

Vogel & Co. formerly transacted a large business 
with the Hong Kong and Shanghai Banking Com- 
pany. At the New-York agency, in William-street, 
the manager stated yesterday that the bank had 
suffered considerable losses through its dealings 
with the firm. Unbusiness-like transactions were 
followed by frauds. Their bills were not accepted, 
and he had to sell the cargoes at a loss. On one 
transaction involving $150,000 worth of sugar he 
had sold it ata loss of about $10,000. In another 
instance a cargo of silk was invoiced too high, 
about 10 per cent., and this was sold at a loss of 
about 5 per cent. on the invoice. When he discov- 
ered these frauds he cautioned vamnous parties 
here, and the firm transferred their favors to other 
banks. The arrival of the sailing vessels from 
Hong Kong had been awaited with much interest.

NEW-JERSEY ELECTIONS. 


THE HOBOKEN MAYORALTY IN DOUBT—RE- 
SULTS ELSEWHERE. 


In Hoboken, yesterday, the indications at 
first pointed to the election of Busch, the regular 
Democratic and German candidate for Mayor, 
although later reports indicated that Besson, the 
present incumbent, was re-elected by a smali ma- 
jority. The Council will be Democratic. Wiggins, 
the Republican candidate for Assessor, is ahead of 


Dollard, his Democratic competitor, and there 
is no doubt of his election. Cooke and Parslow, 
the Democratic candidates for Freeholders, are 
elected. In Jersey City, the election of Taussig 
(Dem.) for Mayor over Furrier (Rep.) is accom- 
plished by from 600 to 800 majority. In the 
First District the ‘“ Rounder ticket” nominated by 
the Democrats won, with the exception of 
“Big Six” Whelan, the nominee for the 
Board of Works, who was too unpalatable 
a political morsel for the Democratic stomach to 
digest. Nothing is krown of the result in the 
Second District. The returns there are habitually 
held back for the political doctors. In the Third 
District the Republican tieket is successfal, with 
the exception of Davis, (Democrat and Anti- 
Monopoly.) who is chosen to the Board of 
Works. The only Republican candidate elected 
in the Fourth is Isely, the nominee _ for 
Fire Commissioner, and possibly Dzuiba for Alder- 
man. Inthe Fifth District the whole Republican 
ticket is elected, and in the Sixth, with the excep- 
tion of Ritter, the Democratic nominee for Alder- 
man, the whole Republican ticket is chosen. 

The new Police Board will be Republican, stand- 
ing four to two, as the present board does. Malone 
(Dem.) is probably elected insthe Second, Bird is 
elected in the Fifth, and Strubel in the Sixth. The 
Fire Board, which is a tie now, will be a tie 
next year. Davis (Dem ) js elected in the First, 
and Isely and Speck, Republicans, in the Fourth 
and Sixth, respectively. The Board of Works, too, 
will be a tie—Davis, Democrat, being elected 
in the Third: Cory-Kendall, Republican, in the 
First, and a Democrat in the Second. The new 
Boards of Aldermen and Education will be 
Democratic. To the Board of Aldermen 
Jordan, Ambrose Ritter, Democrats, and Harrison 
Djuiba and Reynolds, Republicans, are chosen. 
The complexion of the Board of Freebolders is in 
doubt, but it will probably be Democratic. 

In the Passaic City election on Monday a City 
Council was elected composed of 6 Democrats and 
8 Republicans. The Republicans elected their City 
Collector and the Democrats their City Poormaster. 


BorpEentown, N. J., April 11.—At the city 
election at Beverly yesterday ex-Mayor A. H.

DAMAGE BY FROST AND STORM. 
INJURY REPORTED TO THE FRUIT CROPS— 
TIDINGS OF SNOW AND FLOOD. 
WILMINGTON, Del., April 11.—The sudden 


fall of temperature to a point below freezing last” 


night causes some anxiety about the peach crop. 
Dispatches from different points report that little 
damage, it is believed, has yet been done. 
Katamazoo, Mich., April 11.—It was snow- 
ing hard here this morning, and last night it was 
very cold. Fears are entertained that damage has 
been done to the early peaches and apples. A 


special dispatch to the Telegraph from South 
Haven says that the prospects in the fruit belt are 
flattering, aside from the damage to early and 
small fruits from this cold snap. 


CINCINNATI, April 11.—Frost was every- 
where visible in the vicinity of Cincinnati yester- 
day morning, and in some places the mercury had 
dropped as low as 28°. Ice fully a sixteenth of an 
inch in thickness was seen. Great anxiety was 
felt as to the prospect for an abundant fruit erop. 
Opinions differ as to the extent of the 
damage done, and it will probably not be 
ascertained for several days. The most 
gloomy prognostication made in answer to inquiries 
to-day was that the early fruit is all killed and the 
fruit crop will be late. It is proper to say that this 
was the oo given at only one of half a dozen 
pom visited. Some thought that enough of the 

loom was destroyed to insure a good crop, and 
that the frost was, on the whole, a benefit 
to the country by preventing an  over- 
crop. It is good for neither the citizen 
nor farmer when the trees or berry plants over- 
bear. Fruit may be too cheap to pluck one year, 
causing the farmer to work for low wages practi- 
cally, and then the trees may require several suc- 
cessive years to recover from the exhaustion. 
Others thought that the peaches may have “ caught 
it heavily,” while the apples are little hurt. Cher- 
ries and plums seem certainly hurt. Pears, 
if this weather extends over a great portion of the 
country, may be scarce this year. Strawberries 
were hardly advanced enough te be hurt. Fruit 
on the hills will probably escape, while that in the 
valleys is entirely destroyed. If the rain-water of 
the morning had lingered in the blossoms all day 
the temperature of Monday night would have de- 
stroyed the blossoms by freezing the water, but the 


Dearly unanimous opinion is that the wind effectu- 


ally dried the bloom before night. Said a gentle- 
man, who is a practical fruit-grower: ‘* Ob, no; the 
weather has continued cold and cloudy since the 
cold snap set in, and no damage bas been done yet. 
Tf the sun should come out strong to-morrow morn- 
ing it may do great damage. It is the sudden 
thaw. not the freezing, that hurts.”’ 


LOUISVILLE, April 11.—The sudden change 
in the temperature on Sunday night caused much 
apprehension among the gardeners around the 
city and the farmers throughout this region. Last 
night the temperature fell still lower and in the 
country around Louisville the mercury dropped to 
26° just before daybreak. The wind and clouds, 
however, prevented the formation of heavy frost, 
though there was a skim of ice on the shallow 
pools of water. The fruit and vegetables are not 
yet seriously injured, but the elearing weather to- 
day and the continued cold increase the general 
apprehension of frost to-night. The wheat in many 
places grew so rapidly during tne mild Winter that 
it is now far advanced, and the most experienced 
farmers fear that it is seriously injured. 


ManiIson, Ind., April 11.—The mercury fell 
to 24° in exposed places last night. Many of the 
fruit buds are killed, but the blossoms are so pro- 
fuse this season that enough are probably left to 
insure acrop. The wheat is injured where it was 
jointed.

DEMANDS OF WORKING MEN. 
ONE THOUSAND QUARRYMEN ON STRIKE— 
THE TROUBLES AT COHOES AND LAW- 
RENCE. 


CHIcAGO, April 11.—One thousand quarry- 
men at Lemont are on strike for an increase in their 
wages from $1 50 to $2 per day. Their employers 
consider their demand exorbitant. They have kept 
the men at work all Winter while there was little 
need of them, and they say they will close up their 
works if:they cannot run them themselves. 

McGreoor, Iowa, April 11.—The mill hands 
of Fleming Brothers struck this morning for higher 


wages and shorter hours. The mills immediately 
shut down, throwing 120 hands out-of employment. 


Troy, N. Y., April 11.—Four hundred oper- 
atives at the Harmony Mills, Cohoes, have given 
notice that they would leave since the reduction of 
wages. This notice a number have reconsidered, 
and it is reported that others will follow the exam- 
ple and accept the reduction, with the understand- 
ing that their Wages are to he raised when the 
market value of the goods warrants it. Some deny 
that any concession will be made. 


FALL River, Mass., April 11.—A largaly 
attended meeting of the Spinners’ Union was held 
to-night. A deputation of Lawrence strikers was 
present and stated their grievances. By vote, $500 
was givenin aid of the ring spinners and weavers 
on strike at Lawrence, and $150 was transferred 
from the fund of the National Spinners’ Associa- 
tion to the Mule Spinners’ Union of thay Place. 80 
members of which are concerned in the strike. 
Reports of operatives being black-listed at the 
mills were heard, and the victims were put on pay 
from the fands of the union. 


Newport, R. I., April 11.—The carpenters 
of this city had a large meeting to-night and voted 
to ask for an increase in their wages.

CRIME AND ITS RESULTS. 
OFFENSES REPORTED YESTERDAY—PROCEED- 
INGS IN CRIMINAL CASES. 

La Satie, DL, April 11.—An attack was 
made yesterday by City Attorney Andy O’Connor 
and some of his friends-upon a man named Keegan, 
whom they accused of sending objectionable dis- 
patches to Chicago, and a general row ensued, in 
which chairs, revolvers, fists, and bottles were 
used indiscriminately. Nobody was dangerously 
hurt, but mueh excitement prevails and further 
trouble is anticipated. 

Sr. Louis, April 11.—About 9 o’ciock Sun- 
day morning, while several negroes were gambling 
with cards in a saloonin North Seventh-street, a 


dispute arose. Bill Toliber went out into the alley, 
whither he was followed by John Hunt and Sam 
Williams, the former having picked up a large 
cneese-knife. Williams, it is alleged, held Toliber 
while Hunt stabbed him in the abdomen, turning 
the blade quite around, so that the bowels pro- 
truded from the wound. Toliber was taken to the 
City Hospital, where he died about 9 o'clock this 
morning. Hunt made his escape, but Williams 
was arrested. 

Henrv Parke, 22 years old, and of very respect- 
able family, a postal clerk on the Missouri Pacific 
Railroad between here and Kansas City, was 
arrested this afternoon by Col. Schaurte, Post 
Office Agent, on acharge of robbing the mail.

DHATH OF A JEWI§SH RABBI. 

Isaac Gotthold, a Jewish Rabbi, died on 
Monday at No. 1,484 First-avenue of heart trouble, 
the result of grangrene and erysipelas,due to an 
injury of the left hand received on the 28th of 
March by falling at Duane-street and Broadway. 
The injury was slight, but was neglected, and when

UR. ROOSEVELT DENOUNCES THE 
TAMMANY-REPUBLICAN DEAL. 

4& RESOLUTION PROTESTING AGAINST THE 
ALLEGED BARGAIN VOTED DOWN-—AL- 
DERMAN FITZPATRICK PAYS HIS RE- 
SPECTS TO SAMUEL J. TILDEN. 

As usual, the members of the Board of Al- 
fermen spent the greater part of yesterday’s ses- 
sion in making political speeches on subjects not 
generally supposed to relate to the business they 
were elected to transact. Yesterday’s discussion 
was stirred up by the followtng resolutions, intro- 
duced by Alderman Roosevelt: 

Whereas, It is reported that a bargain'‘has been 
made at Albany between certain representatives who 
Were elected from this City and other parties in 
bower, by which, as a return for patronage bestowed 
upon the friends of such representatives, it has been 
agreed to surrender their City to be ruled at Albany, 
and to have so-called non-partisan commissions ap- 
pointed to divide the Municipal offices between fac- 
tions of the Tammany Hall and Republican parties 
which represent but a small minority of the voters o 
this City; and, 

hereas, Such a bargain, if made and carried out, 
will prove destructive to the best interests of the citi. 
zens, and is disgraceful to all concerned in It, 

Resolved, That this board iprotests againstithe com- 
pletion of such a bargain, and denounces those repre- 
Bentatives elected from this City who have taken part 
In it, if any, as false to their trusts, and meriting the 
reprobation of all honest citizens. 

esoived, Thatacopy of this resolution be sent by 


the Clerk to each Senator and Assemblyman elected 
from this City. 


Before the Clerk had finished reading the reso- 
lutions, Alderman Fitzpatrick was on his feet 
moving to lay them uponthe table. Mr. Roose- 
velt attempted to debate this motion, but was shut 
off under the rules. Somebody called for the yeas 
and nays on the motion, and the roll-call was be- 
gun. Alderman McClave started the speech- 
making by asking to be excused from voting and 
giving his reasons for the request. It was evident, 


ne said, that Mr. Roosevelt’s only object in offer- 
Ing the resolutions was to get a chance to make a 
mgs harangue. The gentleman referred in 
hem to “asmall minority,” ‘but Mr. McClave 
would like to impress upon him the fact that the 
Republicans had 83,000 votes in this by Kae Tam- 
many Hall had 50,000, while the County Democracy 
nly polled about 40,000. The resolutions were 
ago entirely on rumor, and had no foundation 
act. 

When Alderman Roosevelt’s name was called he 
made along speech. This City, he said, was gov- 
erned a good deal more in Albany than it 
was here. It was governed by men who 
had no idea of what we wanted — by 
countrymen who never visited New-York, and who 
imagined we grew cabbages in our back yards. 
This was due to the fact that the Democratic 
Party, which had an enormous majority in this 
‘City, in this State, and in this Union, was divided 
against itself, was quarreling, and was making 
**combinations.”’ It invited the enemy to come in, 
and the enemy came and treated the Democrats as 
@ conquered party, and took the spoils. The re- 
Bult was that this City was left without a chance to 
govern itself. The County Democracy, Mr. Roose- 
velt continued, had no leaders, while Tammany 
Hall had too much leadership. It was controlled 
by one man, and that man had cost Democrats a 
President, a Governor, and nearly a Mayor. His 
representatives in the Common Council had given 
him the allegiance which they owed to their party. 
They had steeped him in wealth, and had given 
him all that he had. He returned these favors by 
Btabbing the Democratic Party to the heart. 

* Didn’t Mayor Cooper divide the offices with the 
Republicans?” interjected Alderman Martin. 

_ “* I believe be did,” replied Mr. Roosevelt. 
+ “Is be a Tammany Hall man?’’ Mr. Martin asked, 

“T believe he is mot,’’ said Alderman Roosevelt. 
“If you want us to get on thestool of repentance 
T'll climb as high as anybody. I confess I have 
nitiliated with Republicans, and I may be forced to 
do it again.”” His objection to the one-man lead- 
ership of Tammany Hall, Mr. Roosevelt continued, 
was its selfishness, egotism, and incapacity. That 
leader had elected three Mayors of this City. The 
first was ‘**My man,” yet he held “ My man” not 
even until he took office. At this point Alderman 
McClave raised the point of order that Mr. Roose- 

veit’s time was up under the rules, and President 
Sauer sustained the point. Alderman Hall moved 
to extend the time, and after a good deal of con- 
fusion the motion was lost. and Mr. Roosevelt had 
to sit down. The roll-call was then finished, and 
the resolutions were tabled by a vote of 14 to 5. 
Just as the vote was being announced, Alderman 
Fitzpatrick said he would like to change his affirma- 
tive vote. 

**Well,”’ said the President," ‘‘ you ‘must confine 
ourself to the question, and do your talking in 
wo minutes.” 

“Alderman Roosevelt says one man {s the cause 
of the disintegration of the Democratic Party,” 
said Mr. Fitzpatrick, ‘“‘and that is undoubtedly 

true. SamuelJ. Tilden is the man, and the quick- 
er he dies the better it will be for the Democratic 
Party and the worse for the Republicans.’’ The 
Alderman went on to say that he had no apolo- 

ies, no excuses, to offer for the course of the 
ammany iegislators. Tammany Hall stood to- 
fay asthe exponent of true Jeffersonian princi- 
les. It had been driven out ignominiously trom 
State Conventions, but its members proposed 
to be recognized as Democrats, and long 
after the County Democracy was dead and buried 
Tammany Hall would be the Democratic Party. 
John Kelly was not responsible fer the divisions of 
1848 and 1877, and in 1880 there was positive proof 
that in the counties controlled by Tilden Hancock 
ran behind his ticket. Kelly was not responsible 
for Hancock’s defeat. Alderman Fitzpatrick next 
made his periodical attack upon Mayor Grace, and 
then pitched into “a certain newspaper,” which, 
he said, had once discovered that Hancock ought 
to be defeated because he had too much weight. 
[t was a curious fact, however, that the editor of 
that paper bad an interview with Samuel J. Tilden 
the day before Hancock’s weight was discovered, 
and a check for $25,000 with Tilden’s signature was 
fieposited to the credit of the editor. It was the 
ivoirdupois weight of the check and not that of 
Hancock which caused the change of sentiment in 
that paper. ** That’s all I have to say,’’ concluded 
Mr. Fitzpatrick. 

**How does the gentleman yote?’’ the President 
asked. 

“In the affirmative.” 

May you asked permission to change your 
vote.” 

“Yes, and I haye given good reasons for not 
shanging.”’ 

Alderman Wells got the floor next, and offered a 
resolution changing the rules of the board so as to 
provide for the appointment of a standing commit- 
tee of five on State and National Affairs, to whom 
ail resolutions relating to such affairs should be re- 
ferred. The Board of Aldermen, said Mr. Wells, 
was elected to attend to the government of this 

* City—-not to listen to long political discussions—and 
the time has come when a committee was needed to 
attend to this new line of business. He was also in 
favor of setting apart one day in each week for the 
discussion of political resolutions. The people 
were sick and tired of them, and wanted the Alder- 
men to attend to their proper business, 

Alderman Roosevelt declared that it was very 
}mportant for the board to consider these matters, 
especially when the Legislature was meddling with 
City affairs. The combination at Albany had ex- 
tended to this City, and we had the spectacle of 
men calling themselves Democrats and voting with 
Republicans. Although the Republicans had de- 
nounced Tammany Hall as the foulest of foul 
things and the sum of alliniquities, they had taken 
her to their hearts and she had swaliowed all the 
abuse they had heaped upon her. AJderman Wells 
feclared that Mr. Kkoosevelt was out of order be- 
ranse he was ‘‘ using unparliamentary language tor 
the purpose of stating what was nottrue.” The 
point was not sustained and Mr. Roosevelt went 
on. There was another rumor, he said, which had 
considerable circulation, to the eftect that another 
combination in State and national affairs was com- 
ing inte this City in its most objectionable form. 
Were the Aidermen aware that a new char- 
ter had been introduced at Albany giv- 
ing the Mayor of New-York absolute 
power in appointing heads of departments? 
It simply meant, if the board would excuse the 
term, that the charming, but rather aged, prostitute 
of the County Democracy—the Republican Party— 
bas made new proposals to the County Democra- 
cy. of course on a strictly commercial basis. She 
was willing te sell her charms, but she must have 
fat offices. What would the Tammany Hall gen- 
tlemen say ifthe County Democracy should folow 
their example and accept these proposals? “I 
‘won’t follow your example,” said Mr. Roosevelt, 
turning toward the Tammany corner, “ butif these 
offers are made it is possible they may be accepted 
by the County Democracy. Then where will you 
gentiemen be? Will that be a right, wise, and good 
combination? The Republicans have always been 
disgusted with Tammany Hall, and you know it; 
yet you are ready to throw it all over, take all the 
odium, and combine with them.’’ Mr. Roosevelt 
defended ex-Mayor Cooper. and then said that 
Kelly’s election of Mayor Grace was the greatest 
mistake the Tammany boss had made. 

**'hen you admit that Grace was elected by John 
Kelly?’ remarked Alderman Fitzpatrick. 

* Certainly,’’ Mr. Roosevelt replied. 

“Then don’t you think he ought to be grateful to 
Kelly for giving him his office ?” 

“That’s just where you make your great mis- 
take,” said Mr. Roosevelt. “Do you owe grati- 
tude to John Kelly or to the Democratic Party? 
Who isthis man? Is hea King in the Democratic 
Party. that such gratitude should be given to 
him ?’” 

By this time a dozen Aldermen were’ trying to 
speak, and President Sauer was pounding his desk 
and crying ‘Order!’ at alively rate. “The gen- 
tiemen can’t put me down if they try,” said Mr. 
momeren ee ‘*I intend to have fair 

ay, and I will.’ 

+ Then Alderman McClave got the floor. He 
spoke at length about the dead-lock m the Common 
Council last year, due, he declared, to the retusal 
of the County Democrats to vote fora manu not 
wholly affiliated with them, and then he asked 
why Alderman Roosevelt intreduced his resolu- 
tions. ‘Iam told,” said Mr. McClave, “that he is 
trying to bring about harmony in the Democratic 
Party in the hope.that next Iall he will be the can- 
didate of the united Democracy for Mayor of this 
City. But I don’t believe, 1am sorry to say, that 
this will be possible.” 4 

Alderman Martin caught the President’s eye 
next and declared that the ghost of Tilden did not 
frighten Tammany Hail a bit, Tammany Hall 
would go into the next State Convention with 
celors flying.

The'gen- 
tleman who precipitated yesterday’s debate was 
elected because his constituents thought he would 
be above mere rant of this sort, and would attend 
to the wants of the City. He was lowering his 
standing in the community by his present course, 
Mr. Hawes closed by moving an amendment to the 
Wells resolution, providing that resolutions should 
be referred to the committee “without debate.” 
Mr. Wells promptly accepted the amendment, and 
then more speeches were made by Messrs. Roose- 
velt and Fitzpatrick, the former finally moving to 
“lay the whole subject upon the table.” Only 
seven Aldermen voted for this motion, and it was 
lost. Alderman Keenan moved to postpone 
action on the Wells resolution indefinitely, and 
only six voted in the affirmative. Then the roll- 
call on the original resolution was begun, and Mr. 
Roosevelt made another speech. Finally the Presi- 
dent declared the resolution adopted by a vote of 
10 for to 9 against. Routine business was taken 
up and had been proceeded with some time when 
President Sauer announced that he had discovered 
that a majority of all the Aldermen was necessary 
to adopt Mr. Wells’s resolution, and that it was lost. 

“Then we can continue political discussions 
hereafter?” Mr. Wells asked. 

“The Chair so decides.”” was the reply. A reso- 
lution was adopted permitting the Park Commis- 
sioners to purchase, otherwise than by public let- 
ting, gravel worth not over $25,000, for use in the 
City parks. Alderman Roosevelt’s ordinance re- 
quiring that all chickens and turkeys sold in this 
City after Oct. 1, 1882, have empty crops, was 
passed. The board also adopted the ordinance 
providing that no area, stoop, or other projection, 
except signs and show windows not over 18 inches 
wide, shall hereafter be erected on Broadway, be- 
low Fifty-ninth-street, ana on Fourteenth-street, 
between Broadway and Sixth-avenue, ana that all 
buildings hereafter erected shall conform to the

A MURDEROUS CHINAMAN. 


——_—_>——_—- 
GUILTY OF ATTEMPTING TO KILL HIS UNCLE 


--A CHINESE WOMAN IN COURT. 


Among the witnesses seated in the inclosure 
set apart for females in the General Sessions Court 
yesterday was one who attracted more than usual 
attention. The person alluded to was Cum Wab, 
one of the very few Chinese women in this City, 
and the wife of Gam Wah, who keeps a laundry at 
No. 69 West Twenty-first-street. She was a little 
woman of rather prepossessing appearance, with 
piercing ‘black eyes, regular features, and olive 
complexion. She wore a handsome fur-lined silk 


cloak, extending to the ground, beneath which, in 
front, could be seen a dress of rich blue brocaded 
silk reaching below the knee. Loose cloth trousers 
of dark cloth, neat American gaiters, and a_veil 
folded turban-like around her head completed her 
costume. The Wahs were complainants against 
Ah Yanne, a villainous-looking Chinaman, indict- 
ed for felonious assault with intent to-«kill, 
The female complainant, being the first Chinese 
woman ever seen in the courts of this country, nat- 
urally created a great deal of curiosity, and her 
dress and raiment were closely scrutinized. She 
was accompanied by an American woman who has 
been her companion since the assault which had 
almost proved fatal. The offense charged against 
Ah Yanne was committed with a hatchet on the 
morning of the 24th of March, while Gam Wah was 
engaged in lighting his kitchen fire and his wife 
was in bedin an adjoining room. After the as- 
sault Ah Yanne fled from the laundry, but was 
subsequently captured. His victims were removed 
to the hospital, and for some time it was doubtful 
whether the woman would recover. ‘The first 
witness called by Assistant District Attorney 
O'Byrne was Gam Wak, a _ pretty muscular-looking 
Chinaman, who wore the hybrid costume adopted 
by Mongolians in this City. His head, as well as 
that of his wife, was covered with bandages, over 
which a large red silk handkerchief was wrapped, 
making it almost impossible to distinguish his sex. 
“Is this a man or a woman?’ said Recorder 
Smyth, as the witness took the stand to tell his 
story through No Ling, an interpreter. Having 
been informed that the witness was a man, the Re- 
corder directed him to show his wounds to the 
jury. Gam Wah thereupon took down his pigtail, 
undid his bandages, and displayed a number of 
ugly gashes which he said had been inflicted by the 
prisoner without provocation of any kind. He 
identified the hatchet produced by Sergt. Wester- 
velt, of the Twenty-ninth Precinct, as the weapon 
with which the wounds had been inflicted. 

The next witness was Cum Wah, wife of the pre- 
ceding witness. Herevidence was simply a cor- 
roboration of that of Gam Wah. When directed to 
show her wounds to the jury, she removed her 
veil, and it was then seen that she wore beneath it 
a jaunty, square-shaved cloth cap, elaborately em- 
broidered with gold braid. On removing the ban- 
dages it was seen that the left side of her face and 
head had been mashed almost to a jelly. The 
wounds were so numerous and sickening that, al- 
though covered with great patches of plaster, the 
jurymen could not examine them and contented 
themselves with a cursory glance. 

Ah Yanne, the prisoner, was called to testify in 
his own defense, and as he moved mechanical'y at 
the beck of a court attendant toward the witness 
stand, it was apparent that he was to some extent 
under the influence of opium. Through the inter- 
preter he stated that Gam Wah was his uncle. On 
the night before the assault, he said, he went to 
Mott-street and purchased some opium. On his 
return he and Gam Wab smoked several pipes full 
of the drug. He had no quarrel with either of the 
complainants next morning, he said, and; did not 
infliet the wounds they had shown. 

After a brief charge from the Recorder, the jury, 
without leaving their seats, found the prisoner 
guilty of the offense charged—assault with intent 
to kill—the extreme penaity for which is 10 years 
in State prison. Ah Yanne has already served a 
term of nine years in State prison for a murder 
committed in California.

KATE FIELD'S SOUIETY. 
omni Satlidciisttcets 
THE FIRST ANNUAL MEETING OF THE CO- 
OPERATIVE DRESS ASSOCIATION. 

A private detective stood vesterday after- 
noon at the entrance to the Union League Theatre, 
where the first annual meeting of the Co-operative 
Dress Association was held. He said that Miss 
Kate Field, the President of the association, had 
stationed him there, and told him to keep out re- 
porters and only admit stockholders. There are 


about 5,000 stockholders, nearly one-half of whom 
reside in this City, but only 80 or 90 persons were 
present. Miss Field, it was said, anticipated trouble, 
as it has long been known that a portion of the 
shareholders are opposed to her management. 
The meeting did not, Lowever, prove astormy one. 
The attendance was composed mainly of Miss 
Field's friends, although a few of the discontented 
ones were present and made themselves heard. It 
was expected by mapy that a deficit in the busi- 
ness would be shown, but on the contrary there 
was a profitonthe actual transactions, including 
expenses of every kind, from the opening of the 
store, Oct. 3, 1881, to the time when the inventory 
was taken, Feb. 15. last, of about $4,000. Besides 
this, over $6,000 was allowed in rebates to ‘share- 
holders, who secure’ a discount of 5 per 
cent, on all purchases. The cash capital 
of the concern was fixed at $250,000, but only $227,- 
000 was paidin. Outof this $15,000 was paid to 
Anthony Pullbrook, the “ organizing Secretary,”’ 
and something like $15.000 was expended for other 
purposes, The return for the amount of money in- 
vested was not as large as the stockholders might 
have wished, but the showing was as good as ex- 
pected. * Some found fault because the stockhold- 
ers did not patronize the stores more, and others 
said it was because the goods were s0 costly. The 
ready-made suits, for instance, cost from $60 to $200. 
Miss Field explained that suits at those prices were 
exhibited on models. The lower-priced ones were 
kept in cases, and were sold as low as $13. The 
notice of the meeting only appeared in three even- 
ing papers, and fault was found because more pub- 
licity was not given to it. Miss Field said that the 
law was complied with, and not only this, the 
stockholders knew, or should know, that the an- 
nual meeting occurred on the second Tuesday in 
April. The election of Directors resulted in the 
selection of what was called a “ Field’ board, 
as follows: Kate Field, Darley Randall, J — A, 
Jameson, William F. Drake,. and T. W. Hoit, Jr 
The three last succeeded B. Y. Pippey, John Wales, 
and M. W. Coover. The Directors will probably 
meet to-day to elect-officers. Before the meeting 
adjourned the prospects of the association were 
talked over. Those present expressed themselves 
as satisfied with the results thus far of the enter- 
prise, and thought that the success of the concern 
was assured. Miss Field was willing to give the 
press the names of the Directors elected, but was 
indignant that any stockholder should haye given 
the figures of the association to the reporters. The 
business, she said. was satisfactory, and there was 
no possibility of a failure. Miss Field treated the 
opposition to herself very lightly.

JOHN KELLY’S LIBEL SUITS. 

Jobn Kelly began a suit for $50,000 damages 
for libel against Nelson J. Waterbury about eight 
years ago. Waterbury put in an answer which 
Kelly’s counsel considered defective, and they 
therefore moved, in the Supreme Court, Special 


Term, for an order to strike out parts of it. The 
court granted the motion, ard, the General Term 
and the Court of Appeals sustained the order. The 
suit was finally settled by agreement. On Monday 
last Mr. Waterbury moved, in Supreme Court, 
Chambers, for an allowance to him. Tbe motion 
was opposed on the ground that the case had been 
finally settled, and that an allowance coule not be 
granted after such a settlement. Judge Barrett yes- 
terday granted an allowance of $250 as a compen- 
sation to Waterbury. because Kelly, by beginning 
the suit, had compelled him to employ counsel.

DEATH OF MRS. IDA GREELEY SMITH. 

Mrs. Nicholas Smith, née Ida Greeley, eldest 
daughter of Horace Greeley, died at the old home- 
stead of her father at Chappaqua early yesterday 
morning. She was born in this City in the year 
1850, Her early education was conducted private- 


ly, but she afterward entered the Academy of the 
Secred Heart at Manbattanville, from which she 
was graduated with high honors, after embracing 
the Roman Catholic faith. On the Ist of rt 
1875, she was married to Col. Nicholas Smith, 
formerly of Kentucky, and to them have been born 
three children, one boy and two dayghters, all of 
whom areliving. The family, with Miss Gabrielle 
Greeley, had been spending the Winter 
at the old. homestead, but their residence 
was in this City. A few days ago Mrs. Smith was 
attacked with a severe cold, which developed into 
quinsy sore throat, and tuis on Sunday turned to 
a inalienant form of diphtheria, with which she 
was at once prostrated.

Mrs. Smith was obliged when 
wie young to take charge of the household of her 
ather, on account of her mother’s frequent illness, 
and it was she who received and entertained the 
statesmen who visited Mr. Greeley in 1872, when 
he wasa candidate for the Presidency.

THE TAX ON CIGARS. 


BUSINESS SUFFERING FROM DELAY IN THE 
ACTION OF CONGRESS. 

The cigar manufacturers all over the land 
are agitatea over the proposition made in Congress 
to reduce the internal revenue tax on cigars, and 
are anxious that the bill introduced on the subjeet 
shall be either passed or defeated at once. They 


claim that so Jong as the question is held in abev- 
ance their business interests are suffering and that 
they will be satisfied with the action of Congress, 
whatever it may be, if itis only taken at once. At 
the meeting of the National Cigar Manufacturers’ 
Association of this City, held last Wednesday, the 
following petition was drawn up and ordered te be 
sent to Washington: 

To the Senate and House of Representatives of the 

United States of America tn Congress assembled, 

In conformity with a resolution unanimously 
adopted at a meeting of the National Cigar Manufac- 
turers’ Association, hela in the City of New-York, the 
undersigned Executive Committee of said association 
would most respectfully urge upon your honorable 
body that final and decisive action on the question of 
internal revenue tax on cigars be taken as speedily as 

ssible, inasmuch as the cigar manufacturers and 

heir thousands of workmen all over the country are 
suffering from the uncertainty as to the amount of 
tax Congress will prescribe. Respectfully asking your 
consideration of our memorial, your petitioners will 
ever pray. 

A copy of this petition, which is signed by the 
Executive Committee of the association, Messrs, 
Benjamin Lichtenstein, Adolph Kerbs, Bernard 
Newmark, Meir Foster, Abraham Kaufman, Frank 
Mcvoy, Armand Levy, Edward Heyman, and 
Leopold Kaufman, was mailed yesterday to every 
Senator and Representative in Congress. In re- 
gard to it, Mr. D. Hirsch, the President of the asso- 
ciation, said to a Times reporter: ‘ Our only ob- 
ject is to have the question settled as speedily as 
possibie, because the agitation of the subject is 

urting our business. People will not order goods 
of us because they think that in a week or so the 
tax will be reduced and they will be able to buy 
cheaper. They want us to guarantee to make 
good the reduction if the tax is reduced after 
their purchase, and of course we can’t do that. 
The result is that our business is at a stand-still, 
and this state of affairs bears more heavily 
on our men than on us. I have had to 
discharge a great many workmen myself, 
and thousands of men have been thrown out of 
work on account of this agitation. All we ask of 
Congress is to hurry up a little, and take prompt 
action on the bill. We have asked for no reduc- 
tion of the tax. Itisnow $6on every thousand 
cigars made. The proposition is to reduce this $1. 
Of course, tf this is done it will be a good thing for 
the manufacturers and jobbers, but the public will 
reap no benefit from it, for it only amounts to one- 
tenth of a cent on a cigar, and smokers who 
bought by the box would only save 10 cents. Large 
manufacturers would gain by the reduction, but 
they are now losing money by the agitation, and 
they are perfectly satisfied with the tax as it stanas. 
All that we ask is, ifthe reduction is to be made 
let us know it, and if it is not to be made let 
us know that. Our association represents over 
one-eighth of all the cigars manufactureed in this 
country, and it seems to methat Congress ought 
to take some notice of us and settle this question 
promptly. Allthe ‘protection’ that we want is 
to have the law ip regard to taxing cigars fixed so 
that we ean geli our goods and keep our men at 


work,”

NECESSITY OF EXTENDING ITS WORE IN 
THIS CITY AND BROOKLYN. 

The New-York and Brooklyn Association of 
the Congregational Church hela {ts Spring meeting 
yesterday in the Congregational Central Church, at 
Madison-avenue and Forty-seventh-street, of which 


the Rey. William Lloyd is Pastor. Among those 
present were the Rey. Drs. Edward Beecher 
and Lyman Abbott, James M. Whiton and 
J. @. Roberts, the Revs, S. 3B.  Halli- 
day, William James, A. H. Kirkland, 
Anson Gleason, Willard Parsons, A. Underwood, 
8. W. Laidler, R. S. Stone, H. N. Wright, FE. P. 
Thwing, 8. H. Virgin, W. H. Whittemore, W. H. N. 
Shannon, W. F. Crafts, W. C. Stiles, and William 
Lloyd, and Laymen C. G. Smith, J. L. Wells, 8. M. 
Main, Israeli A. Barker, E. E. Stewart, Henry

The Rev. Dr. J. G. Roberts, of the Rochester-Ave- 
nue Church, acted as Moderator. The Rev. Dr. H.

ealled away from home. Mr. Lloyd was requested 
to speak in his place. He selected for his subject 
“Co-operative Congregationalism,”’ in which he 
spoke of the necessity of adopting some 
methods for the spread of Congregationalism in 
this City and Brooklyn. His idea was to develop 
some method by which feeble Congregational 
churches could be assisted by stronger and wealth- 
ier ones, and by which missions could be estab- 
tished in this City and Brooklyn, and thus prepare 
the way for founding Congregational churches. The 
Presbyterian Church, ke said, was spreading itself 
in all direetions everywhere, and covering the ter- 
yitory with a network of churches. These new 
churches were supported or assisted by the Board 
of Church Extersion. There were a great many 
people in New-York who could not be reached by 
Presbyterianism because of the rigidness of the 
ecclesiastical system and creed to which they 
would be compelled to subscribe, and also many 
others for whom the emotionalism of the Meth- 
odisat Church had no attractions, while in 
the elasticity of thought and the specula- 
tive freedom of Congregationalism they would 
find a response to their own inward natures. 
Accordingly he ofered a resolution, which was 
adopted, to appoint a Church Extension Com- 
mittee to bring this subject before the churches 
and report to the meeting. Prof. Thwing intro- 
duced a discussion on * Needed Reforms in Sun- 
day-school Work,”’ and the Rev. Dr. Whiton read 
a paper on **‘ The New Theology,’’ which was after- 
ward discussed by Dr. Beecher and Messrs, Stiles, 
Lloyd, Virgin, and Roberts.

MUNDY’S MANY SUITS. 


—~-->-—---—— 
CORPORATION ATTORNEY BOYD OPPOSING 
THEM IN SUPREME COURT. 

A lawyer named William H. Mundy has 
been conspicuous in prosecuting, in the name of 
the Commissioners of Charities and Correction, 
suits to recover from liquor-dealers penalties for 
alleged violations of the Excise law of 1857. Judge 
McAdam recently dismissed a large number of 
the suits from tho Marine Court. The right 
to use the names of the Commissioners of 
Charities and Correction was claimed on the 
ground that those officers had failed to sue when 
they were informed of infractions of the law. 
Judge McAdam, in dismissing the suits in the Ma- 
rine Court, held that the Commissioners had not 
been properly notified of the alleged violations of 
the law, and that therefore the relator (Mundy’s 
client) had not proeured the right, through their 
laxity and neglect, to sue in their names. 

In the Supreme Court, Chambers, before Judge 
Barrett, yesterday, Corporation Attorney Boyd 
moved to dismiss suits brought by Mundy against 
Frederick Hughes and about 150 other liquor- 
seliers. The ground of the motion was that it 
would be wrong to allow the actions to go on 
under the cireumstances, and thus expose the 
Commissioners to the possibility of being 
charged with a large amount of costs. 
Mundy did not appear to oppose the motion, but 
his clerk offered some papers in opposition.
